WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
Price ceilings on meat, ordered 
re-established by the Price De- 
control] Board, probably will go 
into effect at retail stores about 
Sept. 3, an OPA official said 
' today. 

This tentative arrangement, 
subject to approval by the Agri- 
culture Department, will put back 
retail ceilings on meats 12 days 
later than OPA previously had 
planned. 

While directing restoration of 
ceilings on meat, the Decontrol 
Board decreed that milk, butter, 
cheese, arid all other dairy prod- 
ucts remain free of controls. 

OPA and Agriculture Depart- 
ment officials expect to set up by 
nightfall a definite time schedule 
for re-imposing meat ceilings. Pre- 


viously, OPA had announced con- 
trols would be re-invoked at 12:01

and members of the day shift will 
meet at the same place at 7:30

The meetings were announced 
last night at a meeting of the AFL 
Central Trades and Labor Union, 
which adopted a resolution con- 
demning Gov. Phil M, Donnelly 
and the three remaining members 
of the Police Board for their stand 
against the police wnion. Praise 
was voiced at the meeting for 
Mark D,, Eagleton, who resigned 
last week as president of the board 
in a disagreement over the anti- 
union position of his fellow board 
members and the Governor. 


Police Pay Bill Signed. 

Gov. Donnelly late yesterday 
signed the police pay bill, grant- 
ing salary increases to policemen 
and establishing the new rank of 
corporal. The Governor had with- 
held signing the bill since July 8 
and last. week expressed the view 
that no member of the police 
union should be promoted, 

Richard T. Miller, discharged 
policeman and president of the 
police union, Local 549, declared 
today there will be “a definite 
statement to members of the de- 
partment Friday and I believe 
there will be no question about 
giving up the fight.” Miller, in 
remarks at last night’s meeting, 
announced “We are going to fight 
all the way down the line.” 


The union claims a membership 


of between 1250 and 1300 police- 
men and department employes, 
all of whom face suspension on 
charges under the board order if 
they refuse to sever their union 
connection. The union so far has 
received five resignations and one 
new member, Miller said. 

Friday’s meetings are “open to 
all members and employes of the 
Police Department, the board 
members and the Governor” Mil-

BORDERS “SACKED 


Premier Denies Country 
Was an Aggressor— 
250 ‘Fundamental’ 
Amendments to Treaty 
Drafts Submitted.

PARIS, Aug. 21 (AP) — The 
Prime Minister of Albania, Enver 
Hoxha, demanded today that the 
peace conference seat him as an 
equal. He declared the Balkan 
state never would consent to any 
changes in Its borders, “for those 
frontiers are sacred.” 

Many of his remarks were di- 
rected against Greece and its 
Prime Minister, Constantine Tsal- 
daris, who also has been a target 
of Soviet Russian delegates, 

Referring to Tsaldaris’s men- 
tion of the Albanian Quisling 
government during the Italian oc- 
cupation, he asserted that all who 
remained had been killed and 
“those war criminals who fled are 
in the best hotels in Rome.” He 
said he rejected Tsaldaris’s “accu- 
sation that Albania was an 
aggressor” and asked whether 
Tsaldaris would consider France 
an aggressor because Hitler had 
expected to wage aggression from 
French territory. It was from Al- 
bania, which Italy had seized as 
a prelude to the last war, that 
Mussolini attacked Greece. 

Bevin’s Fi-st Appearance. 

British Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin, making’ his first appear- 
ance at the conference, presided 
over the meeting, called to hear 
statements from Albania, Egypt, 
Mexico, Austria and Iran. 

The session interrupted a series 
of commission hearings on Big 
Four treaty proposals, and turned 
the Luxembourg palace convention 
platform over to countries in- 
volved in World War II but not 
invited to participate actively in 
peace decisions. 

Hoxha reviewed Albania’s war 
record, asserting that his coun- 
try “gave its great contribution of 
blood in the common cause” and 
therefore “has gained the right to 
sit at this conference with the 
same rights of the 21 victorious 
powers.” 

Albania “feels offended” at hav- 
ing “the same rank as Austria,” 
rhe said. 

‘He said Albania “scornfully re- 
jects” what he said were claims 
made by Tsaldaris “to southern 
Albania.” Hoxha asserted that 
Albania would like to be friendly 
with the Greek people, “but the

Premier Asserts Yugo- 
slavia Wants Peace, 
‘but Not Peace at Any 
Price’ — Assails Sound

LONDON, Aug. 21 (AP) — 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz, premier 
of Yugoslavia, today accused cer- 
tain of Yugoslavia’s wartime 
allies—which he left unnamed— 
of striving for “an imperialistic 
peace” rather than “a peace of 
liberation.” 

Yugoslavia, Tito said in a speech 
to workers at the Jesenice Steel 
Works, wants peace,“but not peace 
at any price.” The Slav leader’s 
speech was distributed in London 
today by Tanjug, the official Yugo- 
slay news agency, which dis- 
tributed a partial text of the talk 
earlier,

The American note to Moscow 
was one of two factors that sent 
relations between the United 
States and countries within the 
Soviet orbit to a new postwar low. 

Protest to Yugoslavia, 

The other was this country’s 
protest to Yugoslavia over the 
“outrageous performance” of 
Yugoslav fighter craft which at- 
tacked and forced an American 
transport plane to crash-land. Pre- 
mier Josip (Tito) Broz in defend- 
ing the Yugoslav action retorted 
that his country wants Peace “but 
not at any price.” 

Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes announced in Paris that

TANGMERE, England, Aug. 21 
(AP)—A British Meteor jet-plane 
cracked the world air speed -rec- 
ord—unofficially—once again last 
night, and kayoed a seagull while 
doing it. 

R.A.F. group Capt. E. M. Don- 
aldson, rehearsing for an official 
assault on the 606 miles-per-hour 
mark, said his plane attained a 
619-miles-an-hour clip and crashed 
into the bird with a “terrific 
bang. I thought the engine had 
fallen out.” The plane was un- 
damaged.

Telegrams to Candidates. 


The Central Trades resolution 
directed that telegrams be sent to 
Gov. Donnelly and members of the 
Police Board requesting that 
action against the police union be 
withheld pending a decision by the 
State Supreme Court on the right 
of policemen to belong to a union. 
The request was made “n the in- 
terest of preserving morale and 
adequate police protection.” The 
Governor’s recommendation that 
no union member receive a de- 
partment promotion was termed 
“biased and unwarranted.” 

Telegrams were sent to Demo- 
cratic candidates for United States 
Senator and Congressman from 
St. Louis districts. The messages 
asserted that the action of Gov.

Party.” The candidates were 
asked to use their efforts to pre- 
vail upon the Governor and the 
board to hold in abeyance action 
against the union pending the Su- 
preme Court decision.

“We want a new peace but a 
peace worthy of those who have 
given the greatest sacrifice in this 
war. We do not want peace at 
any price because we have al- 
ready paid too dearly for it. We 
do not want to pay even a penny 
more for it. We shall not yield 
even one inch’ of territory that 
rightfully. belongs to us; we shall 
not give away what is ours; and 
we want peace and the best pos- 
sible relations with all countries.” 

Tito denounced “reaction” and 
acknowledged that it existed even 
in his own country.

BERLIN, Aug. 21 (UP)—Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, American 
commander in Europe, publicly re- 
buked UNRRA Director F. H. La- 
Guardia today and described as 
“baseless” LaGuardia’s charge that 
American occupation forces had 
deliberately opposed UNRRA's 
humanitarian and _ repatriation 
work in Germany. 


McNarney pledged continued 
haven in the United States zone 
for Jewish and other persecuted 
displaced persons. He said there 
probably were 100,000 Jews still 
preparing to flee Poland. 

Simultaneously, the American 
commander revealed, at a press 
conference, that a Russian woman 
spy, “a secret agent of the NKVD,” 
had been seized a month ago while 
in the employ of UNRRA. He said 
she was being turned over to 
Soviet authorities today. 

McNarney said, however, that 
reports of UNRRA serving as an 
“umbrella” for Russian agents and 
¢criminal elements engaged in 
smuggling and dope peddling were 
“exaggerated.” 

McNarney’s statement followed 
an announcement by LaGuardia 
that British Lt. Gen. Sir Fred- 
erich Morgan has been released 
as chief of displaced persons op- 
erations in Germany and that 
Meyer Cohen, director of UNRRA 
repatriation in Washinpton, was 
taking the place as acting chief. 

Morgan had admitted making 
eharges about spies in UNRRA, 

McNarney Reply to Charges. 

McNarney said LaGuardia had 
“repeatedly castigated” the Army’s 
handling of displaced persons, but 
that the charges were “baseless 
and incorrect.” 

McNarney said the UNRRA di- 
rector had made the following 
charges against American occupa- 
tion forces, and gave the following 
answers: 

1, That the Army in Germany 
opposes continuation of UNRRA 
in the field of care and re- 
patriation of displaced persons. 

“This statement is baseless 
and incorrect,” McNarney said. 

2. What McNarney described 
. 88 a “sneer” at the Army’s ef- 

fort to provide 60 to 90 days 
rations for Polish refugees who 
would return to their homes. 

“It had been necessary for 
occupation forces to delay carry- 
ing out this program as ordered 
by the Secretary of War because 
of a shortage of food at that 
time.” 

3. That the Army was “re- 
luctant to remove a handful of 
former London Polish liaison 
officers from the American zone 
who had been aiding in handling 
Polish displaced persons. 

McNarney said that under an 
agreement with Warsaw liaison 
officers, he had been gradually 
removing the Lendon Poles so 
as not to cause undue excite- 
ment in the displaced persons 
camps. He said the Polish offi- 
cers had done “yeoman service” 
and were “literally lifesavers.” 
Against Discontinuing UNRRA. 

McNarney said that if UNRRA 

ceased its activities on Dec. 31 “it 
would be a serious blow .. . be- 
cause we have depended heavily 
on UNRRA for expert and profes- 
sional administration of these 
(displaced persons) camps.” 

He said he had conferred on 
June 15 with Ira A. Hirschmann, 
LaGuardia’s special representative 
fin Europe, and that “every effort 
was made to impress upon him 
the need of UNRRA’s remaining 
fin business.” 

After Hirschmann reported to 
LaGuardia, McNarney said the 
UNRRA chief sent him a wire 
which said: “Hirschmann has just 
reported. Thanks for your co-op- 
@ration and understanding... .”

Should the 
straits become the object of at- 
tack or threat of attack by an 
aggressor, the resulting situation 
would constitute a threat to in- 
ternational security and would 
clearly be a matter for action on 
the part of the Security Council 
of the United Nations. 

It is observed that the note of 
the Soviet Government contains no 
reference to the United Nations. 
The position of the Government 
of the United States is that the 
regime of the straits should be 
brought into appropriate relation- 
ship with the United Nations and 
should function in a manner en- 
tirely consistent with the princi- 
ples and aims of the United Na- 
tions. 

The Government of the United 
States reaffirms its willingness to 
participate in a conference called 
to revise the Montreux Conven- 
tion.

With regard to Turkey, Russia 
has a legitimate interest in the 
Dardanelles—an interest first rec- 
vgnized in a 1774 treaty with the 
Ottoman empire hich gave the 
Russians certain rights in the stra- 
tegic waterway. . 

Ever since, the Russians have 
sought periodically to increase 
their Dardanelles privileges. Thus 
their latest move to gain some 
form of military control is based 
on a century and a half of Czar- 
ist foreign policy. 


Russian Proposal. 
What Moscow proposed to An- 
kara was that Russia and Turkey 
share in the defense of the straits. 
It was this to which American 
policy shapers emphatically object, 
even though they are willing to 
grant Russia many special privi- 
leges short of military control. 
They contend that in this air 
age the Russians could not pos- 
sibly hope to defend the straits 
by placing fortresses on its shores. 
They note that the straits were 
closed in the last war by German 
occupation of the Agean islands. 
Thus, in the American view, this 
leaves only one way to defend 
the straits. That way is to occupy 
all of Turkey in addition to hold- 
ing strategic Balkan positions. 
This appears to be the American 
assumption of what the Russians 
actually have in mind in some 
form. 
As one high official put it, “the 
entire American policy is based 
on the assumption that the Rus- 
sians intend either to dominate or 
to occupy Turkey.” 
Therefore, the central issue ac- 
cording to the official American 
viewpoint is the survival of Tur- 
key as an independent nation, 
friendly alike to Russia and the 
west. It is for this reason prima- 
rily that American officials say 
they are drawing the line and in 
effect trying to warn the Rus- 
sians that there can be no 
haggling over the question of the 
sovereignty of the Ankara gov- 
ernment. 

“We are not bargaining,” one 
official said. “We are not bluff- 
ing. We have taken an attitude 
to which we intend to stick, We 
want to make that crystal, clear 
to everybody. 

“We do not intend to be in 
any sense belligerent about it. 
We do intend to be absolutely 
and unshakeably firm.” 


Tougher Tone Apparent. 


A tougher tone toward countries 
within the Soviet orbit was ap- 
parent in the protest which the 
Government lodged yesterday with 
Yugoslavia over the attack on the 
American plane which was fired 
on and forced to crash-land Aug. 9. 


Acheson used the term “outra- 
geous performance” in making 
public the note, which also re- 
ferred to reports, later confirmed, 
that the second American plane 
was missing after having reported 
itself under machine-gun attack.

Comment By Bridges. 


Commenting on the Yugoslav 
attacks on American planes, Sen- 
ator Bridges (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, said in Boston today that 
“the United States should not hes 
itate to use military force against 
the Tito Government.” 

Bridges, who yesterday criticized 
what he called “wanton attacks” 
on American planes over Yugo- 
slavia, said in an interview: 
“This is no time to pussyfoot or 
for writing sharp notes. It’s time 
for action, action that Tito and 
Stalin, his master, understand.” 
Bridges described the Yugoslav 
Government as “a Red puppet 
dancing to Joe Stalin’s tune,” and 
continued: 

“Stalin must be made to realize 
that our appeasing days are over 
and that we can be just as tough 
and maybe a little quicker on the 
trigger. ... 

“If economic weapons fail, we 
should be prepafed to use military 
force.” 


BRITISH PLEASED 
BY U.S. ACTION 


PARIS, Aug. 21 (AP)—British 
circles at the Paris peace confer- 
ence praised today what they de- 
scribed as the “strength” of the 
American note to Moscow on the 
Dardanelles, 

These sources indicated that in 
the present dispute Britain would 
much prefer to “take a back seat” 
and let the United States spear- 
head opposition to the Russian 
demands, 

French conference circles indi- 
cated their position was similar 
to Britain’s. 


At Ankara, Foreign Minister 
Hasan Saka outlined the main 
points of Turkey's reply to Rus- 
sia before a parliamentary group 
of the Republican People’s (gov- 
ernment) party today. 


Saka said Turkey’s reply em- 
phasized that Turkish sovereignty 
was involved in the Dardanelles 
question, but that it was prepared 
to discuss the matter with the 
other Montreux signatory nations.

Poland’s contention that Trans- 
Jordan seems a fit candidate for 
trusteeship rather than member- 
ship had been sharply challenged 
on Monday by the British repre-, 
sentative, Valentine Lawford. 
Russian representative Alexei 
Krasilnikov gave his indorsement 
to Sweden and Iceland “with 
pleasure” after having previously 
approved only Afghanistan. Those 
three countries alone are unop- 
posed out of the nine applicants 
that the Security Council will pass 
upon, with the veto power held by 
each of the Big Five. Final ap- 
proval is up to the general assem- 
bly, before which the applicants 
must get a two-thirds majority for 
membership. 

Other developments at. last 


night’s committee meeting in the 


China's Communists announced 
today establishment of their own 
government of Manchuria, and 
said they would not discuss par- 


ticipating in any coalition gov- 
ernment of China until all of the 
current fighting is stopped. 


Some informed quarters here 
said that establishment of such 
a coalition had become “the last 
hope” of mediators seeking a per- 
manent peace, 

Communist spokesmen denied 
their party was calling fer all- 
out mobilization against Chiang 
Kai-shek’s forces, and said they 
“have-no desire” to overthrow his 
national government — which is 
strictly a one-party government 
now. But they added: 

“The first thing is to stop fight- 
ing. Then we can talk about 
reorganizing the government.” 

Some observers here said that 
Gen. George C. Marshall and Am- 
bassador John Leighton Stuart, 
having failed to stop the shooting 
first and talk politics later, now 
were trying to reach a political] 
accord first. , 

Chiang, these sources said, had 
asked Marshal! to request a list 
of ministries which Communists 
would demand in any coalition 
government, 

Manchuria’s new Red adminis- 
tration, the Communists’ official 
radio at Yenan announced, is “the 
Provisional Supreme Administra- 
tion for Democratic Manchuria,” 
composed of 86 elected delegates 
from all sections, and aspiring to 
“a peaceful, prosperous Manchuria 
by uniting all....” 

There was no report that it was 
operating directly under Yenan, 
the Communist capital, but its 
avowed goals were similar to those 
of the Yenan government: Sup- 
port of decisions reached by 
China’s Political Consultative 
(Government — Communist Unity) 
Conference; support of China’s 
friendship treaty with Russia; and 
support of the Allies’ Potsdam 
Declaration, 

The Communists have not de- 
clared war upon Chiang’s forces, 


Yenan broadcasts urging Commu- 
nists to “mobilize” were not a 
declaration of war; “it was in no 
way a mobilization of troops, but 
merely a moral mobilization. We 
have no desire to overthrow the 
(National) Government.” 


Informed sources here said that 
only a week ago the Government 
and the Communists had been 
nearer agreement than in months, 
and were discussing plans for 4s 
coalition government, But Chiang, 
they added, had demanded (1) 
Government control of Red-admin- 
istered coutries in north Kiang- 
su province, north of Shanghai, 
and (2) Communist withdrawal 
from the east-west Lunghai ralil- 
road of east-central China. These 
he reportedly made prerequisites 
to any Cease-fire order. 


So far as can be learned, neither 
side has budged since and cas- 
ualties still are flowing back daily 
from the far-ranging hit-and-run 
fronts. 

Peiping newspapers said today 
that Government troop trains were 
pouring through Mukden and on 
deeper into Manchuria for a drive 
westward within a day or two into 
north Jehol, Communist strong- 
hold, 

Hsin Min Pao said the Commu- 
nists were feverishly preparing to 
defend Chengteh, Jehol’s capital in 
the south-central part of the prov- 
ince, and had moved all schools 
from the city. 

A Communist source claimed 
five Government armies were 
massing on Jehol’s eastern border, 
and the Government's Second 
Army was en route to Manchuria 
by sea. There was no official con- 
firmation of these reports. 

While the Chinese press de- 
scribed the Manchurian situation 
as the “lull before the storm” it 
also was reporting that the Gov- 
ernment was scheduled to begin 
paying the Communists in Man- 
churia today for costs incurred in 
a joint undertaking—the repatria- 
tion of Japanese nationals. The 


joint repatriation operation is ex- 
pected to be finished in a month. 


new United Nations interim head- 
quarters here: 


Siam pressed for favorable con- 
sideration on its membership ap- 
plication, declaring the Siamese 
are confident an agreement will 
be reached with the French soon 
in Washington on procedure for 
settlemént of the Indochina fron- 
tier dispute. 


France replied it was premature 
to speak of talks being under way 
in Washington. 


Russia urged the acceptance of 
Albania into membership over 
British and American opposition, 
and said a representative of the 
Mongolian Peoples Republic could 
be expected here soon to press 
for membership. 

Albania submitted two new 
memoranda which were incorpor- 
ated in the committee report to 
the council. 


AMBASSADOR OF YUGOSLAVIA 
RECALLED FROM GREECE 


ATHENS, Aug. 21 (UP)—The 
Yugoslav Embassy in Athens con- 
firmed today a report that Am- 
bassador M. Tsancar has been 
recalled by his government and 
probably is leaving by air Fri- 
day. 

The Embassy explained it was 
not to be regarded as severance 
of relations but as a strong pro- 
test against the Greek Govern- 
ment attitude toward certain 
Yugoslav demands and against 
the Greek press campaign against 
Marsha) Josip (Tito) Broz. 

Unofficial but reliable sources 
said the ambassador was being 
recalled in protest against the 
Greek Government indorsement of 
charges that Macedonian bands 
are being armed from Yugoslavia.

Crum Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (UP)— 


| State Department “career men” 
| were accused today of sabotaging 


President Truman’s policy on 
Palestine by sending “secret mes- 
sages” to Arab leaders. 

The charges were made by Bart- 
ley C. Crum, a member of the 
British-American Committee on 
Palestine. 

He named Loy Henderson, chief 
of the State Department's division 
of Middle East, Near East and 
African affairs, as one of the 
“middle level” officials who he 
said were frustrating the program 
for a Jewish homeland in Pales- 


tine. 
He said he thought it would be 


“salutary if Henderson's resigna- 
tion were requested.” 

Crum said the reason given by 
the State Department's “middle 
level” officials for supporting the 
British and Arab positions was the 
fear of war with the Soviet Union. 

He said they argued that the 
British realistically had to support 
the Arabs lest they fall under 
Soviet sway. 

Crum said that after seeing the 
life of luxury led by Arab leaders 
he could not conceive of them be- 
ing tempted by Communist philos- 
ophy. 

Crum, a San Francisco lawyer 
known for his liberal views, deliv- 
ered his denunciation at a lunch- 
eon in his honor given by the 
American Christian Palestine Com- 
mittee. Invitations were issued by 
Under Secretary of Interior Oscar 
L. Chapman. 

Crum said he thought some 
State Department officials gre 
“captives of the British social lob- 
by in Washington.” 

Crum also accused Harold Bee- 
ley of the British Foreign Office 
of telling his committee the For- 
eign Office would do its best to 
see that its recommendations 
were not carried out. 

Crum accused the British For- 
eign Office of shadowing the 
American members of his commit- 
tee in Europe and Palestine, of 
tapping their telephone lines and 
of opening their mail. 

Crum said when his committee 
sailed on its return to the United 
States after its investigation on 
the Palestine question it was 
shown a secret State Department 
file. 

That file showed, he said. that 
every time a President of the 
United States since Woodrow Wil- 
son had stated United States 
policy in favor of a Jewish home- 
land in Palestine, there was a 
secret message from the State De- 
partment to Arab chiefs saying 
that nothing would come of the 
policy.

Livestock receipts fell off con- 


siderably at National City Stock- 


yards today, reflecting the uncer- 
tainty of producers occasioned by 


the Government's decision to re- 


store price controls on all meats. 

Reports from 12 leading cattle 
markets in the country indicated 
the decrease in sales was nation- 
wide. 

It was estimated that hog re- 
ceipts at the National Stockyards 
would total 1000 animals com- 
pared with 2575 last Wednesday 
and 2817 a year ago. 

Estimated cattle receipts were 
2000, compared with 2976 a week 
ago and 3855 a year ago. The 
figures on calves were: 800 today, 
1912 a week ago, 1889 a year ago. 

Today's receipt of sheep and 
lambs were 1200. Last Wednesday 
receipts totaled 3011 and a year 
ago 2157. 

Hogs at a $23 Top. 

Hogs sold at a $23 top, an in- 
crease of 75 cents to $1 over yes- 
terday’s highs, but no bids were 
received from the larger buyers. 
At the opening of the market, 
there were no bids or sales on 
sheep and lambs. 

Veal calves were 75 cents lower 
on the hundredweight, drawing a 
top of $1850. A choice load of 
steers went for $23.75 a hundred- 
weight. 

Figures from the 12 large live- 
stock markets in the country 
showed the following totals on es- 
timated receipts: Cattle—21,000 to- 
day; 45,000 a week ago and 56,600 
a year ago; hogs—8100 today; 24,- 
200 a week ago and 25,000 a year 
ago; sheep and lambs—18,800 to- 
day; 35,300 a week ago and 27,600 
a year ago. 

A spokesman for the East Side 
market said today's high prices re- 
ceived on hogs was somewhat sur- 
prising in view of the restoration 
of meat ceilings scheduled for 
Friday. 

No Predictions by Packers. 

Representatives of the large 
Meat packing companies in this 
area said they were not prepared 
to predict the effect on the mar- 
ket of the new ceilings. They 
pointed out that articles in their 
trade journals said “black mar- 
kets” were anticipated if ceilings 
Were restored on meat. 

The Producers Livestock Com- 
mission Association, in a_ state- 
ment issued at the National Stock- 
yards today, said it was “keenly 
disappointed with the decision of 
the Decontrol Board in regard to 
meat and livestock since: we are 
unalterably opposed to both price 
ceilings and subsidies.” 

Predicting a scarcity of meat 
for the remainder of the year and 
a revival of “black markets,” the 
association said it had “hoped for 
continued decontrol, at least ‘on 
cattle and beef, since much prog- 
ress had been made by these prod- 
ucts in adjusting to a free market 
basis.” 

Drop in Meat Supplies Seen. 

Ed W. Smith. information di- 
rector of the association, asserted: 
“We have seen the peak of meat 
supplies; from now on they will 
get progressively smaller until a 
shortage exists.” 

Although some _ retail meat 
Gealers expressed a fear of be- 
ing caught with ceilings on meat 
purchased without price controls 
today, the OPA has announced a 
plan to put ceilings on live ani- 
mals first, creating a time lag to 
prevent loss to the retail outlets. 

The first homegrown sweet po- 
tatoes of the season arrived on 
commission row today. They sold 
at $2 a bushel for large sizes and 
$1.50 for small. First arrivals last 
year sold from $2.35 to $2.75 a 
bushel. 

Wholesale butter 
creased 1% to 2 cents. 
top grades was 68% cents a pound, 
with lower grades selling for 66% 
to 6 cents. No increase on the re- 
tail price was announced.

MYSTERY BULLET 
NEARLY HIT SECRET 
WEAPONS DESIGNER 


Case of General Saved by 
Swing Around in Swivel 


Chair Disclosed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
A still unsolved war mystery of 
an unexplained shot which was 
fired in the Pentagon Building and 
which just missed the Army’s top 
designer of secret weapons was 
disclosed today by War Depart- 
ment officials. 

They reported that Maj. Gen. 
Gladeon M. Barnes, then chief of 
the Ordnance Department’s tech- 
nical division, by a chance move- 
ment was saved from a bullet 
which plowed through the window 
of his fourth floor office, 

The incident occurred in the 
summer of 1942. The general was 
seated at his desk, talking with a 
caller, when he happened to swing 
around in his swivel chair. As he 
did so, the bullet whizzed by, just 
missing him. 

Army Intelligence and FBI 
agents found the shot had been 
fired from the fifth floor, It was 
established the bullet came from a 
nine - millimeter German Luger 
pistol. But that is as far as the 
investigation got. The question 
remains whether Barnes, credited 
with developing the block buster 
bomb and other war weapons, was 
the target of a spy or whether the 
shot was fired accidentally by 
someone handling a war trophy. 
Officials pointed out that the 
fifth floor was still unfinished at 
the time and that construction 
crews had access to it. 

The bullet never has been found.

INQUIRY DEMANDED INTO CASE 
F SOLDIER GETTING 30 YEARS 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
Declaring that “American fight- 
ing men, many with heroic com- 
bat records; are just disappearing 
behind some prison’ stockade,” 
Representative James Fulton, 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, said last 
night he has demanded that Sec- 
retary of War Patterson investi- 
gate the case of 21-year-old Pvt. 
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James Jones of Pittsburgh. 

Fulton said Jones was sentenced 
to 30 years hard labor in Italy 
and that neither the boy’s family 
nor his Congressman have been 
able to discover the. charges 
against him or the place of his 
imprisonment. 

To a letter he wrote the War 
Department March 22, Fulton said 
‘, he got an answer which said: 
“We have no information as to 
the trial of this soldier.” On Aug. 
, the War Department sent the 
boy’s mother a brief message that 
he was under sentence of 30 
years. 

“Mothers and fathers are denied 
information regarding the charges 
lodged against their sons,” said 
Fulton. “For months they are left 
to worry. And this is the Ameri- 
can Army, remember, that is do- 
ing this—not Hitler’s Gestapo or 


Stalin’s secret police.” 


MORE GRAIN FOR BEER 
POSSIBILITY 15 STUDIED 


Relaxing Limitations on Use 
for Whisky, Flour, Feed 
Also Considered. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son said today the Agriculture 
Department is studying the pos- 
sibility of relaxing limitations on 
use of grain in making beer, 
whisky, flour and livestock feed. 

A review of the restrictive or- 
ders is under way, he told a press 
conference, in view of the pros- 
pective bumper grain crop. 

These restrictions limit distri- 


bution of flour, require a high 
wheat flour extraction rate which 
produces darker bread, limit use 
of wheat in feeds and prohibit 
use of wheat in making whisky 
and beer, 

The wheat restrictions were es- 
tablished last winter, when grain 
supplies were scarce and this coun- 
try was having difficulty getting 
enough to meet its pledges of aid 
to hungry areas abroad, 

The department has earmarked 
250,000,000 bushels of this year's 
wheat supply for export. Ander- 
son said that, if it were known 
that shortage areas would require 
no more than that amount, it 
would be possible to remove most, 
if not all, of the restrictions -on 
domestic use of grains, 

“My guess is,” he added, “that 
restrictions on the use of wheat 
will not be quickly abandoned be- 
cause of foreign needs,”

A young woman was seen to 
jump from Eads Bridge into the 
Mississippi river early today by 
two East Side motorists who 
made an attempt to seize her be- 
fore the leap. 

The witnesses, Henry Albrecht, 
328 East Broadway, and Homer 
Heid, Centreville Township, turned 
over to police a purse, found at 
the scene near the east end of 
the main span, containing papers 
bearing the name of Joyce Shel- 
lito, 16 years old, 438 North 
Eighty-third street, East St. Louis. 

Ralph Shellito identified the 
purse as belonging to his daugh- 
ter and said she had been missing 
since shortly after midnight when 
she left her job on the night shift 
at the Obear Nester Glass Co.

1936 TAX ON LACLEDE CO, 
HELD VOID BY CIRCUIT COURT 


A city ordinance imposing a 5 
per cent tax on gross receipts of 
Laclede Gas Light Co. for rental 
of city streets and specifying the 
company is subject to the city’s 
merchants and manufacturers ex- 
cisse tax was held unconstitution- 
al in a decision handed down to- 
day by Circuit Judge Eugene Sar- 
torius. 

The ordinance, adopted _ in 
March 1936, was nullified, in ef- 
fect, by another ordinance en- 
acted in May 1938, which levied a 
5 per cent tax on Laclede’s gross 
receipts specifying it was in lieu 
of the merchants and manufac- 
turers tax. 

Judge Sartorius held that the 
first ordinance violated provisions 
of the state franchise granted the 
company which permitted use of 
streets without charge. Suit for 
the declaratory judgment was 
filed by the company, which con- 
tended it was subject: to double 
taxation by the city.

That number, he 
added, was 11 more than in all 
of 1943, the last time that Missouri 
had a relatively heavy polio rate. 


PUBLIC HEARING ON RENEWAL 
OF STREET LIGHTING CONTRACT 


The Public Utilities Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen will 
hold a public hearing on the pro- 
posed renewal of the contract be- 
tween the city and Union Electric 
Co. for street lighting, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Alderman 
Charles E. Albanese, chairman of 
the committee. Date of the hear- 
ing will be determined later. 

A areges hearing had been re- 
quested the Board of Public 
Service by the Civic Fact Finding 
Committee, which asked that the 
city proceed cautiously about en- 
tering into'a long-term contract 
while the Missouri Public Service 
Commission is studying a possible 
rate reduction. 

President Milton M. Kinsey of 
the Board of Public Service told 
the citizens’ committee that engi- 
neers for the city are taking pos- 
sible rate reductions into consid- 
eration in their studies of new 
contract proposals. One engineer 
for the city, Paul Harten, who 
proposes that the city generate 
electricity at the Chain of Rocks 
power plant to light streets as 
well as drive water pumps, has 
urged that the city not renew its 
contract with the private utility 
for a long term. 


MOVE IN TEST CASE ON UNION 
RIGHTS FOR MINE FOREMEN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
The Coal Mines Administration 
took another step today toward 
obtaining a legal test of the right 
of.mine supervisors and foremen 
to organize as “employes” under 
the National Labor Relations Act. 

Adm. Ben Moreell, coal mines 
administrator, directed District 50, 
AFL United Mine Workers, to file 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board a charge that the Jones and 
Laughlin Steel Corp., had failed to 
bargain with the union, chosen as 
bargaining agent for supervisors 
at the company’s Vesta and Shan- 
nopin mines in western Pennsyl- 
vania, 

The action was taken by pre- 
arrangement with both sides in 
the controversy. Moreell said it 
would put the company in a posi- 
tion to test before the courts: (1) 
The right of supervisors and fore- 
men to be represented by the or- 
ganization affiliated with the 
union representing the rank and 
file of workers; (2.) The question 
of whether supervisors and fore- 
men have any right to organize 
and be represented by any union.

Pilot Capt. James Steen and Co-

killed and 10 of the passengers 
were injured, none seriously, early 
today when the craft crashed near 
the Moline airport when attempt- 
ing to make an emergency land 
ing.

25 Pct. Graduated by High Schools 


or Headed There 


Survey Shows 22 Pct. of 900,000 Volunteers 
Are in 17-to-18 Age Bracket—Quality 
Now Stressed. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21 (UP)— 
One of every four boys who were 
graduated from high school this 
year has joined the Army, or has 
signified his intention of doing so, 
a recruiting survey showed today. 


The survey, taken in connection 
with the campaign to get 1,000,000 
enlistments, showed also that of 
the 900,000 volunteers so far, about 
22 per cent were in the 17- to 18- 
year-old age bracket. 

Another 13 per cent were former 
Army men, who, after discharge, 
decided to go back in, That cate- 
gory, however, is diminjshing. 


The largest group, comprising 
65 per cent, represents those al- 
ready in the Army and who signed 
up for extended service. 

In Most cases the boys said they 
preferred the Army because it 
gave them a chance to learn. 
Large numbers said they believed 
the Army was a “better deal” than 
a civilian job, especially since the 
pay was increased materially. 

With the goal of 1,000,000 in 
sight, Army officials are planning 
a new approach — a search for 
quality. 

Maj. Gen. Harold N. Gilbert, as- 
sistant to the adjutant general for 
military personnel procurement, 
said the Army soon will be putting 


quality above all; that the service 
wants men who can absorb the 
technical training necessary for 
soldiers who must deal with elec- 
tronics, chemistry, communica- 
tions, intelligence, languages, civil 
administration, high speed avia- 
tion and the other factors of a 
scientific army in the atomic age. 
“The new regular Army now 
offers America’s young men the 
unprecedented opportunity to ob- 
tain a free college education after 
completion of his service,” Gilbert 
said, “Congress made this possible 
by extending the G.I. Bill of 
Rights to soldiers joining the regu- 
lar Army before Oct, 1 of this year. 
As a result, Gilbert said, “a com- 
plete college education is available 
to any qualified American youth, 
regardless of his economic status.” 
Maj. Gen. Willard S. Paul, War 
Department director of personnel, 
predicted in Washington today 
that an increase in voluntary en- 
listments would offset the differ- 
ence between the 185,000 men re- 
quested of Selective Service and 
the 155,000 men draft officials say 
can be produced. 

Pcul said his earlier estimates 
of 35,000 volunteers in August and 
25,000 in September were “conser- 
vative” and he believes they will 
be exceeded.

The CIO cost-of-living commit- 
tee asserted the Decontrol 
Board’s decision to leave dairy 
products uncontrolled meant 
“greater inflation.” Ceilings will 
be restored, the board said, if 
prices jump further. 

On other points in its first de- 
cision, the congressionally cre- 
ated Decontrol Board: 

1. Ruled against restoring 
ceilings on nearly all grains. 

2. Authorized livestock and 
meat subsidies to be paid again, 
at June 29 rates. These sub- 
sidies totaled $684,000,000 in 
fiscal 1946. 

3. Ordered price controls re- 
established on soybeans and cot- 
ton seed products, including 
salad and cooking oils. 

Shortly after the three-man 
panel announced its unanimous 
rulings OPA Chief Paul Porter 
told a reporter: 

“Restoration of subsidies on 
meats means we can re-establish 
ceilings at or close to June 30 
levels. 

“This is the case on beef, pork 
and veal. We have not decided 
yet on lamb.” 

In allowing milk, butter and 
cheese to remain ceiling-free, the 
board cautioned: ' 

“If (prices for) dairy products 
move upward from here on out, 
this board can and will put the 
industry back under control.” 

Thompson Explains Decision. 

Board Chairman Roy L. Thomp- 
gon said in a radio address ex- 
plaining the decisions that retail 
milk prices have climbed an aver- 
age of three cents a quart since 
ceilings lapsed July 1, and that 
two cents of this increase “just 
made up for subsidies” which 
were discontinued at the same 
time. 

As for butter, Thompson said 
the subsidy was about 15 cents 
a pound, and added: 

“When you add that 15 cents to 
the prices you were paying under 
ceilings in June, I think you'll 
find the present prices are not 
far out of line. 

“T am not sayimg, of course, that 
there were not several cities where 
distributors temporarily took ad- 
vantage of the situation. And we 
are aware, too, of the fact that 
much butter was dumped on the 
market in the hope of cashing 
in while there was no price con- 
trol.” 

Decision on Grains. 

On grains, the board held that 
no ceilings should be restored on 
wheat, rye, corn, oats, mixed feed 
oats, barley and grain sorghums, 
or any livestock or poultry feed 
made entirely from one or more 
of the basic grains. 

Only on flaxseed and by-product 
grains did the board order reimpo- 
sition of ceilings in the grains 
category. 

On these items and in the case 
of meats, soybeans and cotton seed 
products, the board said it had 
directed restoration of controls 
because it had found that: 

Prices had risen “unreason- 
ably” above June 30 ceilings. 

Supply was scarce, 

Price regulation was “practi- 
cable, enforceable and in the 
public interest.” 

Congress stipulated that controls 
could not be restored unless all 
three of these yardsticks applied. 

Price Increase Reports. 

Thompson said the board had 
received “reliable reports” that 
livestock prices rose from 20 to 
50 per cent after controls lapsed, 
and that prices “received by pack- 
ers went up at least a third 
higher than they were on June 
30.” 

OPA and the Agriculture De- 
partment were authorized to con- 
tinue to pay meat subsidies at 
the previous rate until at least 
next Jan. 10, when they must be 
cut by 50 per cent. 

“This reduction,” the board 
said, “will provide the consumer 
with a more gradual transition to 
the removal of the entire subsidy 
on April 1, 1947.” 

Congress set that date as the 
Geadliine for payment of food 
subsidies. 

“The spirit In wnich the nation 
accepts the board’s decisions will, 
in the weeks ahead,” Thompson 
said, “provide a true test of the 
country’s willingness and determi- 
nation to protect itself against the 
tragedy of inflation.” 

Thompson Expects Criticism. 
He said he expects the board 

will hear “plenty of criticism,” but 
he made this appeal: 

“We hope that industry and 
farmers will use their increasing 
freedom from controls, restraining 
any impulse to obtain more than 
a fair profit or to withhold goods 
in the hope for more profit. 

“And we hope that consumers 
will use wisely their vastly in- 
creased purchasing power, re- 
straining any impulse to buy more 
than each really needs. 

“We hope that labor will re- 
strain any impulse to advance its 
interests against the interests of 
the country.” 

The board said it had decided 


ceilings are unnecessary on any. 


major grain because: 
“Supply will be adequate, when 


crops are harvested, to meet antici-. 


pated demand, 

“Prices are expected to level off 
at ceiling levels.” 

The board said “nearly every- 
body” had agreed that ceilings 
should be restored on fats and 
oils derived from cottonseed and 
soy beans. 

Thompson added that an ade- 
quate supply of fats and oils, used 
for cooking and in such products 
as salad oils and margarine, is 
“nowhere in sight,” and that price 
rises for these items since June 30 
“were outrageous in many cases.” 

Now the board must study pos- 
sible price action on poultry, eggs, 
tobacco and petroleum. Congress 
said these products will remain 
control-free unless the board de- 
cides otherwise. 

Commodities covered last night 
were in a different category: 
They would have returned to 
controls automatically at mid- 
night, had the board failed to 
act. 
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STING IN THOMPSON'S 
RADIO SPEECH TAKEN 
OUT IN LATE CHANGES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP) 
HE price decontrol board 
learned about the Code of 
the 250 “fundamental” 

amendments. 

That code—never, never make 
anybody angry if you can pos- 
sibly help it — explains the 
flurry of eleventh-hour changes 
made in Chairman Roy L. 
Thompson's broadcast to the 
nation last night. . 

Thompson, whose three-man 
panel is only 18 days old, al- 
most but didn’t quite say sharp 
things to Congress, industry, 
farmers and labor. This takes 
in nearly everybody, but a sea- 
soned bureaucrat would almost 
as soon be caught speaking ill 


of veterans. 

For instance, about Congress. 
The advance text of Thomp- 
son’s speech said: 

“For we were following the 
law of Congress, as nearly as 
our conscience and our judg- 
ment would allow.” 

A hurry-up call from board 
headquarters killed that out 
entirely. 

Farther on, the prepared text 
said the board hoped that labor 
leaders would restrain “any im- 
pulse to get theirs while the 
getting is good.” 

A last-minute switch changed 
it to read: “We hope that la- 
bor will restrain any impulse 
to advance its interests against 
the interests of the country.” 

As for farmers and industry, 
the text said it was hoped they 
would réstrain any impulse to 
“extract the last ounce of 


profit.” 

Perish the phrase! The final 
version, as broadcast, said the 
board hoped they would curb 


“any impulse to obtain more 
than a fair profit.”

McNarney Cancels Flights. 


(In Berlin, Gen. Joseph T. Mc- 
Narney announced today that 
American air transport flights be- 
tween Vienna and Udine, Italy, 
had been canceled until further 
notice as a result of the downing 
of the two planes by Yugoslav 
fighters. 

(McNarney said he planned to 
confer with Gen. W. D. Morgan, 
Allied commander in chief in the 
Mediterranean, on measures to 
protect thc planes. 

(He stressed that suspension of 
the flights was “temporary” and 
that they would be resumed as 
soon as he could work out a plan 
of operation with Allied forces in 
Italy.) 

Yugoslav Version. 


The Yugoslav version of Mon- 
day's incident was as follows: 

“On Aug. 19 last an American 
aircraft appeared over Bled. 
Yugoslav air authorities invited 
the aircraft to land. Signals to 
that effect were given continually 
between 0850 (8:50 a.m.) and 0902 
(9:02 a.m.) hours, the scene 
being watched by many people on 
the spot. 

“Since the aircraft refused com- 
pliance with the invitation Yugo- 
slav fighters forced it to land. 
On its landing the aircraft got 
afire and crashed; Two members 
of the crew parachuted out. There 


‘are signs that unfortunately vic- 
‘tims fell in this accident.” 


(This would indicate that three 
United States airmen died. The 
European air transport command 
previously had announced that the 
plane carried three officers and 
two enlisted men. There was no 
indication as to whether the two 


who parachuted have been found.) 

Previous eyewitness accounts 
said the transport apparently was 
fired in the air and spiralled down 
trailing black smoke. Marshal 
Tito was reported to be at his 
summer home at Bled, not far 
from the Austrian border, and it 
was believed he may have been 
a witness of Monday’s incident, 
and of the previous one on Aug. 9. 

“The Government of the tred- 
erative People's Republic of Yugo- 
slavia deeply regrets this unhappy 
incident,” last night’s note said, 
“but points out that the responsi- 
bilit}Y therefor lies with the de- 
pendent authorities of the Ameri- 
ean Government ... since the 
Yugoslav Government has repeat- 
edly drawn attention to its view 
regarding the subject of unauthor- 
ized flights,

came insistent and systematical, 
continuing day after day,” the 
note says. 

Observers in Belgrade comment- 
ed, that although the note men- 
tioned numerous fighters and 
bombers flying over Yugoslavia, 
both fighter attacks were made 
on transports, which are unarmed.

The Bulgars asserted that the

Brazil last night proposed a 
one-year cooling-off period on 
Trieste during which a Big Four 
commission would study the prob- 
lem.

Our people are 
freedom-loving and peace-loving. 
Let no one say that we wish a 
new war or new provocations. A 
small country such as Yugoslavia, 
with her 16,000,000 inhabitants, 
has sacrificed 1,700,000 human lives 
in this war. What does this fig- 
ure mean? It means she has 
sacrificed more than every tenth 
citizen. No one can say today 
to this small country of Yugo- 
slavia that she wishes another 
war after all the terrible trials, 
after all the enormous losses and 
enormous conflagrations that 
raged here, after all the inesti- 
mable losses and sufferings. 

“However, certain § imperial- 
istic great powers wish to ac- 
cuse us of not wanting peace, 
just as they wish to accuse the 
Soviet Union of not wanting 
peace after having sacrificed 
millions of its best sons and 
daughters and after having suf- 
fered inestimable material losses, 
What does this imply? 

“It means that such~ states 
wish to throw the lame for lack 
of success in achieving peace 
on us, who want peace more 
than anybody else. Yes, we want 
peace, the most just peace, but 
not peace at any price, such a 
peace as is wanted by those who 
wish to achieve their imperial- 
istic aims at the expense of 
peoples who have sacrificed for 
the common cause all they pos- 
sibly could. : 

“Certain Allied countries are 
full of stories of their care for 
the independence of small nations, 
for the inviolability of their fron- 
tiers, etcetera, ecetera. However, 
what in fact do they do? 

Account of “Violations.” 

“They do not observe such prin- 
ciples even in the case of an Allied 
country such as Yugoslavia is. I 
will quote here to you some of 
the most remarkable examples. 


.| You will remember I raised in 


Parliament a remarkable case of 
the violation of our country’s in- 
dependence. I would like to draw 
your attention to this matter as I 
wish to prove who in fact wants 
peace and who does not care 
about it; I wish to prove who is 
making provocations and who 
wishes to deny us our rights. 

“On that particular occasion I 
raised the matter of the syste- 
matic’ violation of our frontiers 
and our territory over which daily 
fly not single planes but tens of 
planes, However, such violations 
of our frontiers and territory did 
not stop after I raised the matter. 
You know very well yourselves 
that after this almost every day, 
be the weather clear or clouded— 
and as you know clouds during 
this time of year in Yugoslavia 
unfortunately are few indeed— 
brought incessant new violations 
of our frontiers and territory. 

“You know, I repeat, that almost 
every day not only civilian but 

military planes flew over our ter- 
ritory, not single planes alone but 
even whole squadrons, 

Cites His Protest. 

“You will remember that I re- 
cently handed a note—in my pres- 
ent capacity of Deputy Foreign 
Minister—which quoted new in- 
stances of violations of our fron- 
tiers, Do you think anything was 
done to solve this matter? No, 
nothing was done. We were told 
we had to give them the identifi- 
cation number of each plane, Can 
you see the markings of a plane 
that flies at 3000 meters? It is 
obvious you cannot see it. 

“And when it happens, as it 
did happen, that a plane is 
forced to land, then hundreds 
of exceptions are made and 
statements put out that the 
plane could have lost its way in 
the clouds, though the sky was 
perfectly clear. 

“Furthermore, slanders are 
being thrown against our Army. 
False statements were made 
that the plane was not given a 
signal to land, that the plane 
was fired upon when it had al- 
ready landed, etcetera, etcetera. 
All this is not true, as I have 
been myself a witness of this 
event, 

“We want a new peace but a 
peace worthy of those who have 
given the greatest sacrifice in 
this war. We do not want 
peace at any price because we 
have already paid too dearly for 
it. We do not want to pay even 
a penny more for it. We shall 
not yield even one inch of terri- 
tory that rightfully belongs to 
us; we shall not give away what 
is ours; and we want peace. and 
the best possible relations with 
all countries, 

“When I speak today of thosé 
countries which during the war 
marched with us but which today 
take a strong attitude toward us 
I do not speak of such countries 
as a whole. I have in mind only a 
group of people which imposes its 
will upon the peoples of sfch 
countries—for whom no one can 
say that they are not democratic. 

“Peoples Are Democratic.” 

“The peoples of such countries 
are democratic and they desire 
peace as much as we do. However, 
the reactionaries of such countries 
want to misrepresent the true 
state of affairs in the world; they 
want to set the people of their 
own countries against those peo- 
ples who want justice and peace. 

“There can be no question to- 
day of two fronts: Western and 
Eastern; western countries and 
eastern countries. No, the ques- 
tion today is one of true democ- 
racy versus reaction, There 
exists reaction in all western 
countries just as it exists in our 
own country. There are demo- 
cratic elements in England just 
as in any other country. 

“Therefore, we should be on our 
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peoples who cherish human demo-|/two fronts: The front of democ-

ALLACE HITS SEGREGATION 
OF NEGROES IN U.S, OFFICES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
The Labor Department yesterday 
made public a letter from Secre- 
tary of Commerce Wallace to Sec- 
retary of Labor Schwellenbach 
protesting against the segregation 
of Negroes in Washington offices 
of the United States Employment 
Service. 

Wallace wrote that former Ne- 
gro employes of his department, 
released because of budget reduc- 
tions, were “seriously disturbed” 
to find racial segregation prac- 


ticed in USES offices in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, where they 
went for aid in seeking other jobs. 

Wallace added that the prac- 
tice, including separate lines for 
interviews and separate applica- 
tion files, “serves to reduce the 
scope” of employment opportu- 
nities for Negroes. 


The Labor Department said that 
the policy being followed was es- 
tablished by the employment serv- 
ice before it was transferred from 
the Social Security Agency to the 
Labor Department. This policy 
calls for local office directors to 
follow the practices prevailing in 
their communities.

He said 
that setting aside such funds 
could not be termed an appropri- 
ation and therefore was uncon- 
stitutional in an appropriation 
bill, The Governor said his veto 
of that section did not endanger 
the status of an earlier bill which 
created the reserve fund and set 
asidé an initial $18,000,000. 

(Veto of the section solved an 
apparent error of the Legislature. 
Members had intended to increase 
the fund from $18,000,000 to $30,- 
000,000, but inadvertently added 
$30,000,000 to the original sum, the 
Associated Press reported, The 
total of $48,000,000 had been re- 
garded by observers as a danger 
to the state’s solvency.) 

‘Two other sections of the bill 
were vetoed. They provided $50,- 
000 to install an electric roll call 
system in the House chamber, 
and $15,000 for air conditioning 
of the.Senate chamber.

MUST FILL OUT ARE ISSUED |$ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21, (AP)— 
House Clerk South Trimble today 
issued the forms which lobbyists 
are required to fill out and file 
under a new law. 

Trimble’s aides told reporters 
the first person to register was 
Ben Marsh, executive secretary of 
the People’s Lobby, who reported 
he is paid $150 a month to spon- 
sor legislation in the interest of 
“the people.” 

The forms ask such questions as 
whom the lobbyists represent, how 
much they are paid and their ex- 
penses, the names of any publica- 
tions in which they have caused 
articles to be printed, and the 
proposed legislation they are em- 
ployed to support or oppose. Quar- 
terly reports are required under 
the Congressional Reorganization 
Law.

highways and streets as they had 
always done. 


“Our investigation revealed, 
however. . . . Possession by these 
Negroes of high-powered Army 
rifles and ammunition. ... We 
do not know how many rifles or 
how much ammunition they pos- 
sessed, But one M-1 rifle and 
tracer bullets were taken from 
one of the Negroes captured, and 
all of the Negroes taken into cus- 
tody said that those still at large 
were armed.” 

Two Negroes, Davis said, had 
Army carbines. 

Late yesterday a posse succeed- 
ed in rounding up Garfield and 
Sill Craft, recently discharged 
from the Army, They were the 
last of the Negroes sought. Eleven 


were jailed at Jackson, two here 


and one at Raleigh. 

The manhunt grew out of the 
shooting Sunday of four peace of- 
ficers as they approached the 
home of a Negro family in Sulli- 
van’s Hollow to investigate a re- 
port that Negroes had fired at the 
occupants of a pickup truck east 
of Magee. No formal charge had 
been filed late yesterday. 


SALAZAR PREDICTS NATIONS 
WILL HAVE TO CONTROL REDS 


LISBON, Aug. 21 (UP)—Antonio 
de Oliviera Salazar, Premier of 
Portugal, believes democratic pow- 
ers eventually will have to con- 


trol Communist “propaganda and 
action” in order to defend them- 
selves and their way of life. 

Salazar granted his first press 
conference since he came to pow- 
er in 1928, to four American cor- 
respondents aboard the United 
States Aircraft Carrier Franklin 
D, Roosevelt yesterday. He said 
he was moved to break his rule 
against interviews by the spectac- 
ular demonstration of air power 
aboard the carrier, which is tour- 
ing the Mediterranean. 

Salazar said states guided by a 
“given political doctrine” would 
have to be logical with themselves 
concerning Communism. “As for 
the others,” he said, “sooner or lat- 
er the pressure of events will com- 
pel them to fix more or less closely 
the limits of liberty of Commu- 
nist propaganda and action.”

DETERMINATIONS OF 
PRICE DECONTROL BOARD 
The Price Control Extension 

Act of 1946 was approved by the 
President on July 25. It extended 
the Emergency Price Control 
Act of 1942 which had expired 
on June 30, 1946. In extending 
the Emergency Price Control Act 
and reviving regulations and 
orders thereunder, the Price Con- 
trol] Extension Act left certain 
food and feed commodities free 
from price controls. It provided 
that the question of whether 
price controls should or should 
not be re-established for these 
commodities should be determined 
by an independent agency, the 
Price Decontrol Board, on or be 
‘fore Aug. 20, 1946, in accordance 
‘ with certain standards set forth in 
ithe act. The Price Decontrol 
- Board has made its determina- 
> tions in this matter and has filed 
/ with the Federal Register its .di- 
‘rective containing these determi- 
' nations. The purpose of this state- 
‘ment is to set forth the reasons 
‘which governed the board :n 
reaching such determinations. 
i The determinations of the 
board, and the reasons there- 
for, were ‘arrived at unani- 
mously and this statement is 
the joint expression of opinion 
of the three board members. 


Review of OPA Act. 


A. Statutory provisions. 

Paragraph la (e) (8) was in- 
'gerted into title 1 of the Emergen- 
ley Price Control Act of 1942, by 
{the Price Control Extension act 
!of 1946. Subparagraph (a) in this 
‘paragraph provides that no regu- 
lations under the Emergency Price 
Control act of 1942 or under the 
Stabilization Act of 1942 shall be 
applicable prior to Aug. 21, 1946 
to the agricultural commodities, 
‘food and feed products listed in 
igubparagraph (a). Subparagraph 
| ¢b) requires the Price Decontrol 
‘Board to direct that any of these 
commodities shall remain free 
,from price controls after Aug. 
20, 1946, unless it finds all of the 
following conditions to exist: 

(1) That the price of such com- 
modity has risen unreasonably 
above a price equal to the lawful 
‘maximum price in effect on June 
30, 1946, plus the amount per unit 
of any subsidy payable with re 
spect thereto as of June 20, 1946, 
and 
, (IT) That such commodity is in 
‘ghort supply and that its regula-

Footnote 1—(Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942, as amended.

8. (a) No maximum price and 
no regulation or order under this 
act or the Stabilization Act of 
1942, as amended, shall be appli- 
cable prior to Aug. 21, 1946, with 
respect to livestock, milk, or food

20 determination of recontrol or 
decontrol gives recognition to the 
close interrelationship of sources 
of supply, prices, and uses betweeh 
the different. elements in each 
group. Moreover, the board has 
deemed it impracticable to under- 
take any extensive and separate 
examination into the numerous in- 
dividual elements which § exist 
within each commodity group. 


has generally treated each of the 
groups listed in the statute as a 
single commodity. This decision, 
however, did not preclude the 
board from giving consideration 
to a separate commodity within 
any group where facts sharply dif- 
ferentiated the commodity from 
the remainder of the group and 
where considerations compelling 
different and separable treatment 
for the commodity were brought 
to the board's attention. For in- 
stance, in the case of grains, the 
board has treated flaxseed and by- 
product feeds as separate from 
the remainder of the grain group. 
In this instance, conditions of sup- 
ply, prices and specialized use 
made it necessary for the board 
to give to flaxseed’ and by-product 
feeds separate consideration. 


Price Control on Flaxseed. 
D. Grains. 


This commodity group is de- 
fined as “grains for which stand- 
ards have beén established. under 
the United States Uniform Grain 
Standards Act, as amended, or any 
livestock or poultry feed processed 
or manufactured in whole or sub- 
stantial part therefrom.” The 
grains included under this defini- 
tion are wheat, rye, corn, oats, 
feed oats, mixed feed oats, barley, 
grain sorghums, and flaxseed (soy- 
beans were included with cotton- 
seed in a separate commodity 
group). The major processed prod- 
ucts included are carbohydrate 
feeds and by-product protein 
feeds, 


As already indicated, the board 
has considered flaxseed and the 
by-product feeds separate from 
other grains and whole grain feeds 
in this group. 


The board has determined that 
flaxseed and the by-product 
feeds processed in whole or sub- 
stantial part from grains in this 
group shall be subject to price 
controls. No subsidies were in 
effect on June 29, 1946, with re- 
spect to flaxseed and by-product 
feeds, and none have been pre- 
scribed by the board. 


The board has directed that 
wheat, rye, corn, oats, feed oats, 
mixed feed oats, barley and grain 
sorghums, and any livestock or 
poultry feed processed or manu- 
factured entirely from any one 
or more of these whole grains 
shall not be regulated.

The board has directed that. the

(Footnote 2-- 

(Paragraph (1) of subsection 
la (c) of the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942 reads: 

(“Agricultural commodities, 
(1) On the first day of the first 
calendar month which begins 
more than 30 days after the date 
of enactment of this section, the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall cer- 
tify to the price administrator 
each agricultural commodity 
which such Secretary determines 
to be in short supply. Thereafter,

The same considerations apply, 


lito a lesser degree, in the case of 


wheat and rye. Wheat, account- 
ing as it does for over 95 per cent 
of the total annual tonnage of 
these two food grains, is the de- 
termining factor. With wheat, as 
in the case of corn, the country 
has in prospect an all-time record 
crop of 1160 million bushels. De- 
spite this record crop, because the 
carry-over from the last season 
will be the lowest since 1937, the 
total supply is lower than last 
year. However, the Department 
of Agiiculture estimates that this 
supply will adequately meet -our 
domestic food and feed require- 
ments, the Government’s export 
program as presently formulated, 
and will, in addition, permit an 
increase toward a more normal 
carry-over available for next year. 
In view of these estimates, the 
board anticipates that the size of 
the current crop coupled with cur- 
rent estimates of demand would 
very shortly lead to the removal 
of ceilings under the statute. 


Drop in Wheat Price.

DECISION SECRET 


OPA and Reporters Didn’t 
Know in Advance What 
Policy Would Be. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (UP)— 
In this capital where straight dope 
on top secrets leaks out every day, 
the Price Decontrol Board sat on 
its decision in a comparatively 


novel manner: It merely asked’ 22 
subordinates not to tell. 

They didn’t. 

OPA officials didn’t know in ad- 
vance what the verdict would be. 
Neither did other “usually well-in- 
formed sources.” Even reporters 
were kept in the dark. 

Board members figured that if 
anybody got wise in advance to 
their decisions on meat, dairy 
products and grain, the conse- 
quences might be serious. For in- 
stance, fortunes might have been 
made on the markets. 

As the decisions took shape, 
Bice Clemow, acting board secre- 
tary, called the staff together. He 
told them they were working on 
a highly confidential matter and 
that they were expected to Keep it 
secret. They did.

The board has determined that 
this commodity shall be subject 
to price control and that subsidies 
in effect prior to June 30 shal] be 
re-established. 

In the public interest there are 
compelling reasons ieading to the 
conclusion that unreasonable 
prices in meat should be avoided. 
Meat according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, accounts for 19 
per cent of the food budget of the 
moderate income family. Main- 
taining price levels of meat low 
enough to provide an adequate 
proportion of the total meat supply 
to workers in low income brackets 
is important to attain full produc- 
tivity. 

The board found that meat 
prices have risen unreasonably 
above June 30 ceilings plus sub- 
sidy. Reports of these unreason- 
able price increases were re 
celved by the board from a wide 
varlety of sources. The reported 
price advances ranged, in the 
case of livestock, from 20 per 
cent to 50 per cent, in the case

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How to Beat Crump 


The GIs who knocked off the McMinn County 
machine, at Athens, have taken on the biggest 
political job in Tennessee in electing to tackle 
Edward Hull Crump, who as ruler of the Shelby 
County organization at Memphis has run the 
state, with minor lapses, for 37 years. 

In order to succeed, they will have to be 
smarter, and work harder, than Boss Crump 
himself. There is no substitute for political 
acumen and plain grueling toil in a political 
organization. 

Politicians, better versed in political tactics 
and occupying stronger strategic positions than 
the GIs, have been trying to unhorse Crump all 
these years. Gov. Ben W. Hooper tried it 35 
years ago. He had bi-partisan support, to which 
the Gls aspire. Crump squelched him by tak- 
ing away his Legislature. He has squelched 
every opponent who has dared raise his head 
since, 

The GIs’ task is to do what Crump does 
superlatively well—and do it better. They must 
get out the vote, and they must see that it is 
counted properly. There may arise some dif- 
ference of opinion between the GIs and the 
Crump organization as to what constitutes a 
proper count; and if there does, it will be up to 
them to see that it means that only qualified 
voters are counted, and that every vote is 
counted neither more nor less often than once. 

Mr. Crump and his henchmen will be up early 
in the mornings and they will be at work late 
into the evenings, ringing doorbells, button- 
holing citizens, finding out who is against them 
and then having those erring ones seen by per- 
sons who can change their minds, They will be 
at work 12 months out of the year, and for sev- 
eral months before an election they will be 
working at fever pitch, 

The GIs will be up against a tough proposi- 
tion in trying to see that the votes are counted 
properly. Newspapermen have been slugged 
and jailed in Memphis for less. In Athens, the 
GIs insured a fair count by shooting it out with 
the would-be election stealers. That was wrong, 
and it was dangerous, and in Memphis it may 
also be impractical. Mr. Crump owns the police 
force, 

Furthermore, using the GI emblem as an ex- 
cuse for force tactics is a game that two can 
play at. Mr. Crump, who at 71 is as modern a 
man as there is in Tennessee, has taken special 
pains to have GIs in his organization, too, and 
to put some of them up for office. If any shoot- 
ing is done, the dawn’s early light is likely to 
disclose that his flag is still there: “E. H. Crump 
& Co.; Insurance; Investments; New and Used 
Politicians.” 

To be sure that the votes are counted prop- 
erly, the GIs will have to have watchers at the 
polls, and probably members serving as clerks 
of election. To attain that consummation, they 
will need to break into a vicious circle: The 
Crump organization controls the state, in the 
long run, because it controls the Shelby County 
election commission, and it controls the com- 
mission because it controls the state. 

It elects the Shelby County legislative delega- 
tion, which votes as a unit—the only county dele- 
gation in the state that does—and therefore ex- 
ercises a disproportionately large influence in 
the General Assembly. The Legislature elects 
the state election commission, which appoints 
the county election commissions, which appoint 
the clerks of election, who hold the election and 
count the vote. Somewhere along this circular 
chain of events the GIs will have to drop a 
large, heavy monkey-wrench, or their labors will 
be in vain. 

The odds are heavily in favor of the Crump- 
ites and against the GIs. The challengers are 
amateurs. They have been carried so far by 
enthusiasm. From here on in it will be almost 
entirely a man-killing, and not specially interest- 
ing, business of simple organization, sweeping in 
scope, and complete down to the most minute 
detail. 

Few people have the passion for sheer organi- 
zation and the inexhaustible stores of energy 
and patience required to keep a machine intact 
and working. If the Tennessee GIs are that 
kind ef people, they will kick Boss Crump off 
his throne and turn the state back to its people. 

If they aren’t, they will be just another group 
of reformers with fine intentions and high en- 
thusiasms who flared up for a moment and then 
fizzled. out because politics was a lot harder 
work than they imagined. 
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UNRRA Director LaGuardia expressed amaze- 
ment, and threatened to cut off the country’s 
relief grain, when he was greeted in Czecho- 
slovakia with a glass of beer. We suppose this 
makes him our Ambassador of good gracious. 
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Under Secretary for Economics 

Economic and political statesmanship being 
equally important, it is fitting that the State 
Department’s chief economic policy man now 
joins Dean Acheson in the rank of Under Sec- 
retary. It is all the more fitting because the 
change promotes William L. Clayton, whose ex- 
cellent work stands out in a period of indeci- 
sive and uneven diplomacy. 

“Automatic” liberals attacked Clayton’s earlier 
appointment as Assistant Secretary because he 
was the world’s largest cotton dealer. Their tune 
is quieter now, for, as it turns out, Clayton has 
shown himself to be a genuine and strong ex- 
ponent of economic freedom. 

Clayton wisely favored selling South Americans 
large amounts of productive machinery, in spite 
of timid pleas that Latin America would then 
proceed to out-compete us. The ‘British loan 
agreement, which he negotiated in collaboration 
with Fred Vinson, washes out some particularly 
bad restraints in foreign trade. At the same 
time, he knows as observer and ex-merchant that 
freeing trade is a long task, requiring radical 
readjustments within nations. Our country, for 
example, could not be persuaded overnight to 
free trade in cotton and wheat. So Clayton 
works realistically toward temporary internation- 
al agreements to reduce friction in the competi- 
tive export of such “problem” commodities. 

At bottom, our cotton and wheat problem is 
one of too many growers who should be grazing 
cattle or working in towns. To suggest such a 
change is political dynamite. Clayton proved his 
courage and good faith when he told the Senate 
committee considering his first nomination that 
we would better spend money to help free poor 
farmers from cotton than to go on subsidizing 
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the excess production of cotton, If that advice 
is followed, we may be able some day to practice 
in cotton what we preach about free trade. 

The State Department’s recent course in such 
matters has been excellent. If all our statesman- 
ship were its equal, the prospects for a tranquil 
America in a world at peace would be materially 
brighter, 
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The is Board’s Verdict 


Anyone who wishes to quarrel with the De- 
control Board’s decisions yesterday should save 
it for members of the Senate. The board faith- 
fully pursued the statutory standards. On the 
available evidence, it appears to have applied the 
standards with great skill and clarity. 

Meat prices have risen unreasonably and the 
underlying livestock supply will not adequate- 
ly serve demands for a Jong time to come, So 
price controls and subsidies are restored in full 
force. And the black market? There was a 
black market; it can be rooted out. The board 
was not fooled by propaganda; it knew that the 
big trouble did not come until farmers and 
packers saw a chance to hold back animals in 
the hope of scaring Congress into releasing con- 
trols. Fats and oils except butter go back un- 
der control for the same reasons that meat does. 

Grains, on the other hand, stay out, because it 
is expected that ample supplies from the new 
crops will soon bring prices to or below statu- 
tory ceilings. Somewhat more important to the 
consumer budget, milk and milk products are 
left free. Prices, on the average, have risen lit- 
tle more than the amount of the lapsed subsidy. 
The board did find timely occasion, however, to 
warn the dairy industry that ceilings can still 
be restored. 

Since the board has decided, the question is 
now how the verdict will be accepted. It has 
not gone so far to restore controls as many ele- 
ments of organized labor would have liked. The 
UAW, in particular, will be the more strongly 
resolved to reopen its wage contracts, and the 
impulse is understandable. Doing so, however, 
would be unwise. 

Granted, labor has lost a battle in Congress. 
However, it did not lose so much as is some- 
times asserted. Labor has no valid complaint 
against industrial price increases required by 
wage increases. As to food prices, a considerable 
part of the increase comes from the lapse of 
subsidies—which means that labor will pay more 
in present prices but less in future taxes. Above 
all, it would serve neither labor nor anyone else 
to renew the leapfrog of wages and prices, even 
if it could be played without disastrous inter- 
ruptions of industrial production.

Why should 
the Poles have worried about that? 

Italy also knifed France in the back. Was 
that of ‘any concern to Belgium, already bloodied 
by Nazi armies? 

Italy then tried a surprise stab at little Greece, 
and although she was herself surprised by the 


Greek parry, why would the Dutch have been 


concerned? 

In addition, Italian forces marched hither and 
yon across Europe to help Hitler’s murderers, 
and since Czechoslovakia long since had been 
done in, it no doubt was strictly none of the 
Czechs’ business. 

Let us not mention the Italian slaughter of 
Ethiopians, for they were only natives, naked of 
clothes or something to shoot, and of no conse- 
quence to Poles, Belgians,, Dutch or Czechs— 
or, maybe, to Americans, Britons and Russians. 

So the Italian declaration revives a kind of 
isolationism, which divides the world into in- 
numerable pigeonholes to confine the effect of 
right and wrong, peace and war. It is a grisly 
joke, as any sort of cover-up for what was 
Fascism is a grisly joke. 

The present Italian Government deserves ut- 
most consideration for its work and its inten- 
tions, but no Italian Government, however 
worthy, will achieve an iota of the world’s respect 
by forgetting the horrible lesson of Italy’s past, 
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Goering now poses as an anti-vivisectionist. 
Next thing he’ll be telling us he can take a uni- 
form or leave it alone, 
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Another McKellar. Maneuver 


Senator McKellar is fomenting congressional 
revolt against the President’s curtailment of 
flood control and rivers and harbors work. Con- 
sidering the source, it is no surprise. McKellar’s 
passion is patronage and pork, a form of finan- 
cial patronage encountered earliest and oftenest 
in rivers and harbors bills. 

The President delayed the work because the 
Government should avoid drafts on scarce mate- 
rials and labor in a time of high private con- 
struction.

What McKellar means, as he means 
in his periodical effort to capture TVA, is that 
he wants to seize for himself some of the powers 
and administrative discretion which belong to 
the presidential office. 

Congress could, of course, give the President 
mandatory orders in this matter. If anybody 
can bring it off and force it over a veto, it is 
Kenneth McKellar, who has made himself by far 
the most powerful man in Congress. Neverthe- 
less, Congress is a pretty sorry body if it gives 
him his will in this business,

Board supports use of Toledo plan to 
help prevent strikes, Dr. Stead says; WLB gave public a voice 
of among labor and management; city could use same principle to 
avert industrial strife by mediating disputes on voluntary basis. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


(Dr. Stead was invited by the Post-Dispatch 
to write this article because of his experience 


as a member of War Labor Board panels.) 


It is encouraging to see the people of 
St. Louis studying the problem of setting 
up machinery through which the com- 
munity can aid in the prevention and set- 
tlement of industrial disputes. 


With the wide organization of labor and 
the pressures of postwar readjustment in 
industry, any industrial community must 
anticipate the possibility of interruptions 
of production and services occasioned by 
industrial disputes. Such interruptions, vi- 
tally affect the public interest. 


Fortunately we know from the experi- 
ence of some communities, such as Toledo, 
as well as from the experiénce of the na- 
tional and regional War Labor Boards, that 
there are some steps which can profitably 
be taken by a community to minimize these 
difficulties. Where responsible local citi- 
zens are willing to devote time and energy 
to an effort to prevent or correct such dis- 
pute situations, much can be accomplished, 


St. Louis has had some experience along 
these lines. During the recent war years 
the Seventh Regional War Labor Board 
set up panels of well-known St. Louis citi- 
zens from which a three-man board or 
committee was chosen to hear each dis- 
pute case, 


Solutions Without Strikes 


In each case the three-man committee 
consisted of a labor representative, an em- 
ployer representative and an impartial 
chairman representing the public. None of 
the panel members had any direct interest 
in the industry or union involved in the dis- 
pute. 

Many such temporary three-man panels 
were set up in St. Louis to get at the facts 
in an industrial dispute and recommend a 
solution. In the great majority of cases a 
satisfactory solution was found and strikes 
were either prevented or ended. More 
than 100 prominent St. Louisans took part 
in these panels and rendered a valuable 
public service in a rather thankless job. 


One of the factors which hampered the 
effectiveness of the work of the War La- 
bor Board was the fact that disputes did 
not reach the attention of the tripartite 
local panels of the board until they were 
already fairly serious. A permanent setup, 
such as Toledo has utilized, has the great 
advantage of being able to step in at the 
early stages of a potential dispute and 
exercise the good services of conciliation 
and mediation in an effort to prevent the 
dispute from reaching the stage of strike 
or lockout. 


Benefits Proved by WLB 


Nevertheless, the War Labor Board ex- 
perience demonstrated three important 
values to be found in a local committee of 
citizens set up to aid in settling disputes. 


One clearly indicated value was the ele- 
ment of public confidence in a representa- 
tive local board of citizens, in contrast with 
the functioning of representatives of a 
Washington agency. Most of us are so con- 
stituted that when we know a representa- 
tive personally, our confidence increases, 

A second value was found in the very 
definite contributions in the way of knowl- 
edge of industriak conditions possessed by 
both industry and labor representatives on 
the local panels. 


Finally, a great gain was registered in 
the close acquaintanceships which developed 
among all panel representatives—labor, in- 
dustry and public members alike. The so- 
lution of problems of human relationship 
depends to-a large extent on a free ex- 
change of ideas among individuals sitting 
around a conference table. Moreover, it 
was interesting to note that the manage- 
ment and labor members of the panels felt 
that they too were representing the pub- 
lic interest, and were not on the panel to 
argue the case for either side, 


It ig frequently objected that the crea- 
tion of such a labor-management-citizens’ 
committee will do little good since it is 
just a palliative. In many instances the 
issues are too fundamental to be solved by 
any piece of mediation machinery, no mat- 
ter how well oiled. Moreover, it is pointed 
out that many industries and labor organ- 
izations may not co-operate with the pro- 
gram, at least in the beginning. 


Treating an Economic Illness 


Quite true. May I draw an analogy, 
however, with the provision of a well- 
equipped and well-staffed hospital in a 
community. 


Provision of such hospital services will 
not prevent illness, nor will it prevent some 
individuals who have received hospital 
treatment from dying or from continuing 
to suffer from a serious illness. Neverthe- 
less, such facilities will greatly reduce fa- 
talities, ‘will correct many disease condi- 
tions and will make the community some- 
what more health-conscious, 


Similarly, a well-planned local program 
of representative citizen participation in 
the prevention and settlement of indus- 
trial disputes can render an important com- 
munity service. It can prevent many such 
disputes from developing and can speed up 
the settlement of those which are inter- 
rupting the production of goods and the 
provision of vital services to the public,

the control of atomic power. Compared 
with this, all our crises, clashes and dis- 
putes are as the petty crackling of incon- 
siderable thorns; even famine is less fear- 
ful than the menace of the new weapon, 
since shortage can never be insuperable.

The suspicious may boggle at the phrase 
“easy stages” in connection with handing 
over of information, but there is no doubt 
whatever that the scheme as outlined, based 
on President Truman’s directive, marks an- 
other splendid retreat from isolation by the 
U.S.A.

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We Clumsy Victors 


RECONQUEST: ITS RESULTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES, 
by Hallett Abend, (Doubleday & Co., New York J 
Hallett Abend, who for many years was 

chief of the New York Times bureau in the 
Far East, was one of 13 writers selected 
by the War Department for a 32,000 mile 
junket at the end of the war. In this vol- 
ume, ostensibly a chronicle of that long 
journey, the author gives a detailed discus- 
sion of the problems confronting our troops 
in foreign lands and makes a cogent argu- 
ment against the vacillating, often sharply 
contradictory diplomacy we have followed. 

One of the paradoxes of war is that te 
achieve a strong peace, the victor must also 
win the respect of the vanquished. Mere 
force of arms is not enough, for defeat does 
not always bring conviction. Abend be- 
lieves that the United States has already 
cast aside an opportunity for world leader- 
ship in favor of a safer role as mediator.

In China, for example, prolonged Ameri- 
can support of the Chungking Government 
has not only failed to bring peace, but also 
it has established a precedent for armed 
military intervention in that area. Recogni- 
tion of Chiang Kai-shek’s government as 
one of the “Big Five” who were supposed 
to settle the peace was a grave error in 
judgment, for China has demonstrated 
neither the political wisdom nor the mili- 
tary might to settle its own internal affairs. 

There have been serious mistakes in Ja- 
pan also, this author thinks. The task of 
Japanese re-education is a formidable one 
which will not be alleviated by retention of 
the puppet Emperor whose very presence 
confirms his divinity in the Japanese mind. 

Abend believes, however, that the land re- 
forms promised by Gen. MacArthur will 
neutralize some of these errors. The re- 
turn to an agrarian economy will bring 
greater prosperity to the island empire 
than it has ever known. Light industry has 
always been the bulwark of Japanese com- 
merce; and relief from the unjust tax bur- 
dens, which kept the peasant class in pove 
erty and ignorance while business and in- 
dustry grew rich, will help achieve balance. 
But he warns that only a long occupation 
will achieve these goals. 

+ e* * 

In Europe, Abend found nothing but 
chaos and confusion. Destruction of Ger- 
man heavy industry, long the source of eco- 
nomic life on the European Continent, had 
created an added burden for our allies who 
were already staggering under the specter 
of mass famine. Misbehaving American 
soldiers and Allied disunity had strength- 
ened German hopes for the future. 

But the author is not concerned with the 
Nazi and Fascist states alone. He bitterly 
attacks the policy of appeasement toward 
Russia which has permitted the alienation 
of Outer Mongolia from China, given the 
U.S.S.R. naval control of Port Arthur and a 
half interest in the Manchurian Railways, 
and validated the Russian claim to nearly 
half of Poland. Recalling a half-century 
of Anglo-American appeasement to Japan, 
he significantly remarks that “nations bring 
retribution upon themselves when they per- 
sist in trying to purchase safety ... by 
compromising with evil.‘% 

Forgiving and forgetting are admirable 
virtues only if we remember the lessons 
of history.

PARIS. 


HE long awaited Soviet demands on Turkey may bring an an- 
swer to one problem that disturbs much of Europe today. This 
how far is the United States prepared to go in de- 


fending world order against Soviet imperialism? 


Secretary Byrnes may launch 
his verbal thunders against the 
Soviet policy of creating satellites. 
He may arise and defend the 
purity of American intentions. He 
may even announce that the 
United States did not fight the 
war to see half of Europe put 
under a new sort of totalitarian 
tyranny. 

The facts are that the 
have created satellites—and seem 
to be trying to add Turkey to their 
number. Half of Europe is under 
totalitarianism, and the western 
borders of tyranny haven't yet 
been drawn. 


Question of Confidence. 


No Europeans—except Commu- 
nists and their dupes—dquestion 
the purity of American intentions. 
What they question is the deter- 
mination of the American people 
to defend American principles by 
all necessary means—by words, 
negotiation or appeal to the United 
Nations if sufficient; by force if 
necessary. 

Lack of confidence in American 
resolution is today a powerful fac- 
tor in current disorders. Take 
wo examples. Yesterday one of 
my oldest and best British friends 
ngrily left the lunch table where 
Ihe was my guest because of my 
pro-Zionist attitude. He snarled 
hat unless Americans are willing 
o share the responsibility with 
he British for the defense of the 
Middle East, they have no right to 
riticize British policies or meth- 
ods in this region. 


Showdown on Turkey. 


Three days ago several highly 
telligent pro-American French 
people acidly explained to me that 
rrance could not adhere to any 
tomic agreement without Russia 
ntil it was sure that, if war came 
as a consequence, the United 
States would be in a position to 
protect France against a new oc- 
upation—and would unquestion- 
bly do so. 

If Soviet demands upon Turkey 
lear up American intentions and 
ncertainty, they will have served 

useful purpose. 

This is based upon the suppo- 
ition that Soviet demands on 

rkey aim fundamentally at noth- 
ng less than vassalization of that 
tate. This certainly is the Turks’

ly returned from Ankara told me 
that in Turkey everyone believes 
the showdown with Russia will 
come during 1947. The Soviet de- 
mands boil down to two principal 
points: First, Soviet-Turkish joint 
military control of the Darda- 
nelles; second, the transfer to 
Russia of the Kars and Ardahan 
districts. Both these demands are 
unacceptable to the Americans 
and British, and intolerable to the 
Turks. Rather than submit to 
them the Turks insist they will 
fight to the death. Foreigners 


most familiar with Turkish condi- 
tions believe this isn't an empty 
threat. 

It certainly isn’t yet sure that 
the Soviets intend to push their 
demands to the ultimate limits. 
But they are following a familiar 
pattern, They wish the Turks to 
enter a dual negotiation excluding 
all other countries. When the 
Turks refuse, the next step may 
be the mobilization of powerful 
Soviet forces on the Turkish bor- 
ders, Some here state that Mar- 
shal Zhukov’s alleged disgrace is 
a screen to cover his real activity, 
which is preparing a campaign 
against Turkey. Should the Soviets 
threaten with military force, the 
test will be upon us. 


Words Backed by Will. 


Turkey will unquestionably ap- 
peal to the United Nations. 
Washington is committed to back- 
ing the United Nations to the 
legal limits. But the United Na- 
tions did not prevent the Soviets 
from keeping armies in Iran until 
it had reduced that country’s 
Government to submission, Presi- 
dent Truman and _ Secretary 
Byrnes know well that the United 
Nations as now organized cannot 
protect a small country against 
a great power armed with a veto 
that can block action by the Se 
curity Council. 


Therefore, the Soviet armed 
threat against Turkey will not 
only test the United Nations, it 
will test the determination of the 
American people to oppose ag- 
gression, Until this test has been 
mac., European governments will 
remain impatient of verbal Amer- 
ican support.

Hannegan Strategy for the Days Ahead 


Total Receipts Drop 3 Billion, 
However, Since Repeal of 
Excess Profits Levy. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
Federal tax revenues dropped 
$3,128,290,000 last fiscal year, due 
principally to decline in collec- 
tions from the excess profits tax, 
repealed after V-J day. 

An internal revenue breakdown 
today showed total revenues for 
the 12 months ended last June 30 
of $40,672,096,000. The excess prof- 
its tax alone declined $3,181,031,000. 

Corporation and individual in- 
come taxes (including withholdings 


from wages) dropped $239,766,000 
and $329,777,000, respectively, but 
there were offsetting increases re- 
sulting from the buying boom and 
spending for pleasure. 

Liquor tax collections increased 
$216,298,000 and tobacco taxes 
$233,374,000. Taxes on admissions 
to night clubs, theaters and the 
like rose $57,801,000; those on club 
dues and initiation fees $4,739,000. 
Retail consumption tax on jew- 
elry, furs, cosmetics and luggage 
brought the Government $67,941,- 
000 more than a year earlier, and 
manufacturers’ excise taxes on 
various goods — autos, gasoline, 
radios, phonograph records, musi- 
Cal instruments and others—yield- 
ed $140,160,100'more than in fiscal 
1945. 

The Federal government got 
from New York in fiscal 1946 
$19.95 of every $100 it collected— 
just about $1 out of each $5 in 
federal taxes collections for the 
nation and territories or posses- 
sions. 

At the other extreme among the 
states, it got from Wyoming only 
eight cents on each $100 it took 
in from all sources. Hawaii out- 
ranked many states by providing 
35 cents on each $100, Puerto Rico 
trailed: all others by turning in 
only one cent on each $100. 

But these turns-ins, as the bu- 
reau pointed out, were not truly 
indicative of the tax burdens 
carried by the people of those 
states and possessions, since the 
taxes may be eventually borne by 
persons far from the point of col- 
lection, 

For example, taxes on cigarettes 
or autos or liquor are collected at 
the factory and credited to the 
state where the factory is situated, 
but the burden/of those taxes falls 
eventually on smokers, motorists, 
or drinkers across the nation. 
Total collections by states in 
1946 and 1945, respectively in- 
cluded: Illinois $3,545,708,557.19 and 
$3,766,335,175.71; Missouri $1,090,- 
438,984.51 and $1,146,082,235.67; and 
Arkansas $102,279,440.85 and $98,- 
538,418.24,

Hannegan on Thin Ice. 


The Democratic chairman was, 
of course, on very thin ice in at- 
tacking the Republican record in 
Congress, since a considerable 
number of Democrats joined with 
the GOP to kill Truman’s reform 
measures. But Hannegan skated 
rapidly over that point by declar- 
ing it did not excuse Republicans 
to say they had been joined by 
some Democrats. 

If Hannegan’s counsel prevails— 
and he will not stay on if it is 
rejected — the Roosevelt-Truman 
link will be emphasized more and 
more as the contest of 1948 draws 
mear.

U.S, FIRST NATION TO REPORT 
TO U.N. ON ITS TERRITORIES 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
The United States today submitted 
to the United Nations a lengthy 
report on economic, social and ed- 
ucation conditions in its terri- 
tories in the Atlantic and Pacific. 
Points covered included Alaska, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, the Virgin 
Islands, the Panama Canal Zone, 
Guam, American Samoa and other 
Pacific islands. 

The United States report was 
the first forwarded by any na- 
tion under charter provisions 
calling for a report on “territories 
whose peoples have not yet at- 
tained a full measure of self-gov- 
ernment.” 

The report pointed out “that 
the territories under the admin- 
istration of this Government have 
already attained varying degrees 
of self-government,” and said “the 
political advancement of all these 
territories is a matter of special 
concern to the American people.”

CHINESE ART OBJECTS 


Two Statues and Writer’s 
Water Bottle Cost 
Total of $3750.

Two Chinese statues and a Chi- 
nese writer’s water bottle have 
been plirchased for the Oriental 
collection of the City Art Museum 
at a total cost of $3750, it was an- 
nounced today, 

One of the statues, a Cambodian 


figure of a divinity, dates back 
to the twelfth century. It was 
purchased from Nasli Heerama- 
neck of New York City for $2000. 

The Cambodian piece repre- 
sents a religious figure symboliz- 
ing “the everywhere-facing lord of 
the world.” It is carved from sand- 
stone and stands about 13 inches 
high with four heads, each facing 
in a _ different direction,  sur- 
mounted by a fifth head with a 
tall headdress, 

The second figure, purchased 
from the same dealer for $850, ig 


a statuette about five inches high, 


made of gilt bronze, It represents 
Kwan Yin, the “Queen of Heaven” 
venerated by Buddhists. 

The Chinese writer’s water 
bottle, bought for $900 from Miss 
Mary Porter Scott of St. Louis, 
is of fine porcelain shaded the 
color of peach bloom. It was used 
by the Chinese to hold water for 
moistening ink sticks employed in 
writing.

SERVICE AT EIGHT 
ISOLATED RANCHES 


Aerials Put Colorado Homes 
in Touch With Town 


First Time. 
CHEYENNE WELLS, Colo., 
Aug. 21 (AP)—Telephones started 
ringing for the first time in eight 
ranch homes near here yesterday, 
powered by short wave radio-tele- 
phone and standard wires, 

The novel eight-party circuit, 
which the Mountain States Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. said was 
the first of its kind in the world, 
operates much like the old party 
line system, including the regular 
combinations of short and long 
rings to call the customers. They 
can even lift the receiver and lis- 
ten in on each other's conversa- 
tions. A switch replacing the old- 
fashioned crank to call the opera- 
tor is the only outward change. 
The radio-telephone equipment 
at each of the ranches includes a 
receiver, a 10-watt transmitter, a 
telephone and two antennae and 
a home power plant. The central 
office here contains equipment to 
connect the radio-telephone users 
with regular local and long dis- 
tance telephone circuits. 

The equipment was developed 
by the Bell Telephone Laboratories 
and. was installed experimentally 
here because this was a typical 
plains cOmmunity. The ranches 
vary in distance from 11 to 21 
miles from the central office and 
are in a region without previous 
telephone or power lines,

RISE IN OPA CEILING 
ON BUILDING ITEMS 


Prices Up on Plumbing and 
Millwork Including 
Southern Pine. 


- 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
OPA last night granted price in- 
creases ranging from 5 to 10 per 
cent on five scarce items of build- 
ing material, Retail ceilings on 
the following items were raised to 
conform to a provision of the new 
price control act, which requires 
that dealers get the same per- 
centage profit margin as on March 
31, 1946: 

Stock millwork, up 10 per cent; 
pine stock mill-work and Douglas 
fir doors, both up 9 per cent; stock 
sreen doors and other stock screen 
goods, up 5 per cent. 

10 per cent increase was 
granted to manufacturers of cast 
iron enameled plumbing fixtures. 
Dealers are permitted to pass on 
the full percentage of increase to 
their customers. 

OPA announced also that stock 
millwork specialties made from 
southern pine or any other pine 
now are priced in the same way 
as those made from western 
pine. Before the war the output 
of mill-work specialties made from 
southern’ pine was insignificant 
and they were not covered by 
OPA ceilings. Demands of the 
housing program have increased 
the volume and the importance of 
southern pine millwork, including 
mantels, cabinets and _ kitchen 
units, overhead garage doors, 
china closets, and the like. 

OPA said that ceilings on pre- 
pared iron or steel scrap. will be 
extended to dealers effective Aug. 
26. Previously ceilings have ap- 
plied only on sales to consumers 
or their brokers.

On Three Hits, 4-1; 


Sanders Gets Homer

The Cardinals’ leading hitter and pitcher, two left-handed young 


men with their best baseball days 


apparently still before them, today 


viewed personal goals for 1946 in addition to a pennant for the 
Redbirds—and neither Howard Pollet nor Stan Musial mentioned 
the Most Valuable Player award, a coveted distinction for which they 


are the club’s leading candidates, 


Pollet understandably wants to 
win 20 games, and Musial eyes a 
batting average in excess of .385. 

Achievement of those marks by 
the two 25-year-old ethletes would 
make the winter coals glow par- 
ticularly bright, especially if a 
check autographed by Commis- 
sioner A. B. Chandler happened 
along in the November mails. And 
the chances of Pollet and Musial 
and their comrades of sharing a 
pennant-winner’s world series 
money were improved over the 
last 24 hours. 

Last night, with Musial driving 
in two runs and lifting his league- 
leading average to .369, Pollet de- 
feated the Boston Braves on three 
hits, 4 to 1, and the Redbirds 
shaved beaten Brooklyn’s first- 
place margin to one-half game. 


Passes Johnny Sain. 

Pollet’s fifteenth victory, which 
represented his tenth consecutive 
complete game, enabled him to 
break a deadlock with Boston’s 
Johnny Sain for total triumphs. 
And with 41 games and approxi- 
mately 10 to 12 pitching starts left, 
the stylish southpaw’s chances of 
reaching or bettering his goal ap- 
peared as good as his effective- 
nes“ In his last 93 innings Pollet 
has permitted only one run every 
. five frames. 

The last Cardinal left-hander to 
win 20 games, incidentally, was 
Bill Sherdel, and Wee Willie, scor- 
ing 21 triumphs in 1928 for the 
only time in his career, then was 
a 32-year-old veteran with 11 sea- 
sons of major league experience. 

Musial, speaking with the mat- 
ter-of-fact confidence of a great 


hitter, minimizes his possibility of | ,, 


becoming the National League’s 
first .400 hitter since 1930, a year 
in which Bill Terry squeezed past 
by one point. The stage of the 
season, a time when averages 
fluctuate less rapidly, makes bat- 
ting progress slow. 

“IT probably couldn't hit .400 by 
getting two hits every game from 
now on in,” Musial said solemnly, 
“but I'd still like to hit more than 
.385 this season.” 

There's a reason, yes, and it’s 
because the .385 posted by Pitts- 
burgh’s Arky Vaughn in 1935 rep- 
resents the highest figure to lead 
the National League in hitting in 
a decade, 

Musial, who leads in total hits, 
runs scored, doubles and triples, 
probably wouldn’t have to surpass 
his present batting pace to qualify 
for the Most Valuable award, 
which he gained in 1943. And, be- 
cause of his successful transition 
from the outfield to fill an impor- 
tant hole at first base, Musial 
looms now as the man to beat. 


Team to Beat. 

The Cardinals, too, seem the 
team to beat. They have won four 
straight and 14 of their last 19 
contests. The opposition has 
scored only one run in the three 
most recent contests. And when 
Ray Sanders hit a “3 and 2” fast 
ball onto the pavilion roof in the 
third inning last night, that homer 
broke a string of 25 scoreless in- 
nings pitched by Redbird hurlers. 

The hitting, at times the one 
weak link in the club’s armor, was 
brisk enough to overcome that one- 
run deficit quickly. In the fourth 
Harry Walker tripled to the right 
field corner, Musial doubled to 
right-center, and Enos Slaughter 
picked on one of Johnny Nigge- 
ling’s knucklers for a productive 
single to right. 

Niggeling, who allowed nine of 
the Cardinals’ 10 hits, yielded an- 
other run in the fifth on Red 
Schoendienst’s double and Musial’s 
single. And in the sixth two 
passes separated by a sacrifice and 
followed by Poliet’s single gave 
Eddie Dyer’s No. 1 boy more rt@ns 
than he needed—and, just to re- 
mind of gloomier days, more than 
he at times has been given. 

REDBIRD NOTES. 

In tonight’s second and final 
game with the fourth-place Braves, 
Alpha (5-9) Brazle probably will 
be opposed by the veteran Silas 
(1-5) Johnson. And in tomorrow’s 
program of both day and night 
contests with Philadelphia, Murry 
Dickson and Harry Brecheen will 
pitch for the Cardinals — IF 
Brecheen has recovered from the 
bothersome tooth that kept him 
out of uniform last night. 


In 81 of the Cardinals’ 113 
games, Redbird pitchers now have 
allowed two or fewer runs. Those 
exceedingly well-pitched contests 
include 15 shutouts, 23 one-run 
games and 13 two-run games.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Aug. 21 (AP)—Fielding Harris Yost, 75-year- 
old University of Michigan athletic director emeritus, today joined in 
death the ranks of a generation that made football a big-time enter- 


prise in the midwest, 

Victim of an acute gall bladder 
attack at his home here yester- 
day afternoon “the coach” died not 
far from a college campus on 
which he wrought his own me- 
morials’ and wrote his own testa- 


ments of victory. 

The elder statesman of Michi- 
gan football, Yost had been a 
semi-invalid for the past few years 
following his retirement in 1940 
as athletic director, living quietly 
with his wife and retelling the 
exploits of the Wolverine teams 
he piloted to scores of triumphs. 

He came to Michigan in 1901 
after turning out championship 
teams at Ohio Wesleyan, the uni- 
versities of Nebraska and Kansas 
and Leland Stanford University. 

Some Gridiron Greats. 

His mark on the sports record 
of the times was already well 
respected, but at Ann Arbor he 
fashioned a 40-year career that 
made him famous not only in the 
Western Conference but also 
throughout the nation. 

The gridiron greats of his gen- 
eration incuded such coaches as 
the late Howard Jones of South- 
ern California, Tad Jones of Yale, 
Dr. Henry L. Williams of Minne- 
sota, Percy Houghton of Harvard, 
Knute Rockne of Notre Dame and 
such veterans as Bob Zuppke of 
Illinois, now retired, and Amos 
A. Stagg, who at 84 coaches at 
the College of the Pacific. 

Their era began shortly after 
the turn of the century. They built 
up rivalries and attracted sports 
followings that produced a “gold- 
en age” of athletics at the ticket 
offices, They also moved football’s 
center of power from the east 


.|where it had been tenaciously 
0) guarded by the “Ivy League” col- 


leges. 

From 1901 to 1904 Yost turned 
loose a series of point-a-minute 
elevens that ran up a record of 
55 victories, one tie and one de- 
feat. The defeat, incidentally, was 
administered by Stageg’s 1905 Chi- 
cago team when a Michigan player

end, Bennie Oosterbaan, the pres- 
ent Michigan backfield coach. 

Yost’s ability to adapt his style 
of play to the times made him a 
pioneer in football. His system 
was known as “a punt, a pass and 
a prayer,” with emphasis on a 
strong, rugged defense, It differed 
from the modern wide-open style 
of game, but it produced rich 
dividends in victory. 

Although he took obvious pride 
in his “boys” on the gridiron, “the 
coach” was equally proud of the 
record he compiled as a financier 
and builder of the university cam- 


us. 

Yost’s ability to draw crowds to 
the football stands developed 
Michigan's ten-acre athletic field 
into one of the largest sports 
plants in the country. All of it 
was financed out of gate receipts; 
none of it came from university 
grants or state appropriations. 
And today it stands as a memorial 
which he had the pleasure of 
seeing within his lifetime,

Cottonseed, Soybeans. 


F, Cottonseed and soybeans and 
products: 

This commodity group is de- 
fined as “cottonseed or soybeans 
or food or feed pro.iucts processed 
or manufactured in whole or sub- 
stantial part from cottonseed or 
soybeans.” The principal products 
included are edible oils and pro- 
tein feeds. 

The board has determined that 
maximum price regulation shall 
be re-established over this com- 
modity group, and over mixed 
grains consisting in substantial 
part of soybeans. There are no 
subsidies involved. 

The price of this commodity 
has risen unreasonably above 
the lawful maximum price in 
effect on June 30, 1946. The 
prices of soybeans, soybean 
meal and soybean oil have risen 
substantially above June 30 
ceilings, the oil as much as 40 
per cent and the meal as much 
as 55 per cent. Cottonseed was 
not subject to a ceiling on June 
30, but cottonseed oil increased 
in the neighborhood of 25 per 
cent above June 30. ceilings. 
The same and highcr proportion- 
ate increases have occurred 
since June 30 in the oilseed cake 
and meal products. No substan- 
tial decline has occurred. 

Supply of these cottonseed and 
soybean products is extremely 
short. These products are closely 
inter-related with other vegetable 
and animal fats. For most pur- 
poses these oils and fats are used 
interchangeably, The shortness of

The country’s present require- 
ments for fats and oils far exceed 
its supplies. As a consequence, 
fats and oils are still under gov- 
ernment allocation. The inade- 
quacy of the country’s supply of 
fats and oils, the efforts to en- 
large this supply, and the gov- 
ernment’s steps to preserve 
available supplies, even to the 
point of stopping all export for 
famine relief after Dec. 31, 1946, 
are well known and do not need 
elaboration. 

The same is largely true of cot- 
tonseed and soybean meal cake 
and millfeed products, The pro- 
tein feed products derived from 
cottonseed and soybeans generally 
serve the same purposes as that 
served by protein feeds derived 
from othet' vegetable and from 
animal sources. The products are 
again inter-related with‘ the other 
protein feed products and their 
supply must be judged in the light 
of the country’s total protein feed 
supply. 

Protein feed supplies are short. 
Most recent estimates of the De-

104,400 Workers, or One 
Out of 25, Ordered 
Taken Off Payroll in 
Next Three Months. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP) 
—Budget Director James E. Webb 
today ordered a cut-back of 104,- 
400 in the number of federal Exec- 
utive Department workers in the 
next three months, 


By Nov. 16, he said, one out of 
each 25 current employes will be 
off the payroll and the number re- 
maining will be down to 2,362,300. 
“Normal decline in seasonal em- 
ployment” and shift of the United 
States Employment Service to the 
states are expected to account 
for most of those who £0. 

Unaffected and uncounted in 
those figures are congressional 
and court employes, cabinet mem- 
bers and agency heads, military 
personnel, and civilian workers of 
the Army, Navy and War Ship- 
Ping Administration outside the 
United States and its territories, 

Including these, the total num- 
ber of Federal Government em- 
ployes throughout the world stood 
at 2,686,000 at the end of last June. 
Before the war, the number was 
887,500. In the war it went above 
3,000,000. 

The brunt of dismissals will 
fall upon a group making up only 
about a fifth of the total number 
on the federal payroll. 

These are the “white collar” 
workers in the ordinary peacetime 
establishments of the executive 
branch—stenographers, executives, 
scientists, clerks, customs inspec- 
tors and so forth. 

The 537,400 in this group will be 
— by 49,800 Nov. 15, Webb 
said, 

The cuts follow directions laid 
down by Congress earlier this 
year when it granted a 14 per cent 
pay increase to these and about 
an equal number of white collar 
workers of the Army, Navy and 
Veterans and War Assets admin- 
istrations. 

Congress said the $321,000,000 
cost of the wage boost must be 
absorbed by cuts in the number 
of white collar workers in the 
peacetime departments, not count- 
ing those employed in post offices.

COMBINATION of foods 
A trae make a. wéll- rounded 
meal nutritionally and that 
can be cooked together deliciously 
is a happy’thought for a hot day, 
especially when it can be cooked 
in 9 skillet on top of the stove. 
But controlling the cooking so it 
will look good is most important. 
Browning the pork chops richly 
is the first step for controlling 
appearance. An excellent rule for 
browning chops is to stack the 
chops on top of each other so 
that the fatty rims are in line. 
Then hold this group of the chops 
up perpendicularly with fat edges 
resting on the heated skillet, 
rock them back and forth until 
the fat is a rich brown color and 
enough has been fried out to 
brown the chops all over, Now 
lay the chops dewn flat in the 
skillet and brown slowly on both 
sides. Browning requires 10 to 
15 minutes to obtain a deep 
enough color not to leach out in 
the remainder of the cooking. The 
amount of liquid recommended 
is adequate if the cooking is done 
at a moderate rate of speed and 
the skillet is kept covered, If the 
cooking is slow enough, no stir- 
ring will be required, and at the 
finish practically all the liquid 
will be absorbed by the rice. A 
sprinkling of fresh parsley finely 
cut will add beauty and also good 
flavor. 
Pork Chop Skillet Dinner. 

Five thick pork chops (1% 
Ibs.), No, 2% tin canned tomatoes, 
1 tablespoon fat, 1 green pepper, 
sliced in rings, 1 cup uncooked 
rice, salt, 1 large onion, sliced, 
pepper. 

Brown chops on both sides in 
the fat in a large hot skillet. This 
should be done slowly over low 
heat and will take about 10 to 15 
minutes. Wash rice and place 
evenly over pork chops, lay onion 
slice over this and then pour 
tomatoes over this, being careful 
not to wash all the rice off the 
chops. Top each chop with green 
pepper ring, sprinkle generously 
with salt and pepper, cover and 
cook slowly for 45 to 50 minutes 
or until rice, onion, and green pep- 
per are cooked through. Five 
servings.

“BOURBON” — Whiskey 
Named After A King! 


T wink “bourbon” stands for 
whiskey distilled from corn, 
rye and malt, with corn con- 
stituting the major ingredient. 
This, however, is the end of the 
word’s story. Its beginnnig is the 
story of a royal family. 


“Bourbon” commemorates the 
name of the powerful family 
whose most historic branch has 
held the thrones of France, Na- 
ples and Spain, The “house” de- 
rived its name from holdings in 
the former province of Bourbop- 
nais, in the center of France, over 
a thousand years ago, The dynas- 
ty of the Bourbons in France, 
however, began with Henry IV, 
in the 16th century. When the 
French settled in the new world, 
one group named a Western coun- 
ty in what is now known as Ken- 
tucky after the Bourbon fam- 
ily. And it was in this area, Bour- 
bon County, that the whiskey pop- 
ularly known as “Bourbon” was 
originally distilled, 


In the work’ “Englishman in 
Kansas” by Thomas H. Gladstone, 
published in 1858, we find what 
appears to be the first recorded 
reference to this fire-water, in 
the following passage: “When a 
barre] of Bourbon ,.. or Double 
Rectified was accessible, they for- 
got, even, in some instances, to 
ask the politics of its possessor!” 


And it must be admitted that to 
many people, even today the name 
of one of the world’s historic 
royal families is known chiefly or 
exclusively for that corn whiskey 
named affer it, “Bourbon”!

most completely to talk to him, I 
did not turn around to Mr. Wells 
because it never occurred to me 
the: the high squeak was a re- 
mark from him. 

My daughter tried to tip me off 
and looked at me with some an- 
noyance. Then I suddenly real- 
ized that I had heard that Mr. 
Wells suffered from a voice which 
was not impressive. From then on, 
I did a little better.

1 AM SURE that he and my 
husband got on well throughout 
the evening. However, as we sat 
in the big oval room upstairs after 
dinner, I was unable to hear what 
they were saying, and so I cannot 
say that either the evening or the 
conversation left me with any very 
deep impressions. 

Mr. Wells’ books give the real 
measure of the man, and his death 
is a loss to the world. One never 
feels, however, that anyone who 
has had a long and full life and 
has made his contribution can 
evoke, among those left behind, 
the same sense of sorrow and re- 
gret which the death of any young 
persons brings. 

In the last few days we have 
lost a young relative. My nephew, 
Henry Parish Roosevelt, was a 
sweet and gentle person. He gave 
much of himself to those who 
knew him well. 

As a boy out west, he picked 
up one of those terrible bone in- 
fections, which necessitated many 
painful operations and treatments. 
These had resulted in long periods 
of illness and, in the past year, 


after another operation last win- 
ter, he had gone through a great 
deal of suffering with his leg.

WHEN, with several members 
of my family, I stopped overnight 
recently at the farm which he 
ran in Limerick, Maine, we not 
only enjoyed seeing his mother, 
Mrs. John Cutter, but found Henry 
a most charming host. I am glad 
to remember him as we saw him 
that evening, thoughtful as always, 
having even prepared carefully to 
receive our two dogs and give 
them all they could want. When 
he saw us off in the morning, we 
all hoped to have him visit us in 
Hyde Park in the near future. 

A strange world we live in. We 
never know what may happen the 
very next minute, and the plans 
of mice and men often go astray. 


Perhaps this should remind us 
that mice and men, in the eyes 
of the Almighty, have much in 
common and should make us live 
more carefully each precious hour 
that we hold in our grasp as “the 
present.”

SOAP EXPECTED TO BE SCARCE 


AT LEAST UNTIL END OF YEAR | 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
Soap will stay on the hard to get 
list for months, industry sources 
predicted today, Soap supplies are 
said to be lower than at any time 
in the war. Producers do not ex- 
pect much improvement at leas’ 
until the first of the year.

When the waitress 
asks what you'll have for dessert, you seldom can answer, be- 
cause dessert is too vague and general, so you ask her what she 
has to offer. When she mentions specific items like mince pie, 
or custard pie, chocolate layer cake or a strawberry sundae, 
then you can decide. Action is evoked by specific items.

1T YS CHARACTERISTIC of people that once a measuring 
stick of any sort is laid down, they like to see how they con- 
form to the average. Thus, our penny weight machines have a 
list of height and weight figures for men and women. We like 
to compare ourselves with what others can do. 

In a young people’s meeting, the leader may talk for a 
few minutes and then say, “Now I'm going to turn the meeting 
ever to you folks, and I want you to discuss our topic of religion 


in everyday life.” 
‘But few if any can think of a single thought. Why? Because 


the leader has been like the waitress who asked what we'd 
have for dessert. We cannot think without a specific prob- 
lem to start us off, and we usually like a choice—apple versus 


mince, for example, , 


A GOOD LEADER ab wh —s thought started and ad- 
vance it to the point where we don't have to create an idea out 
of a clear sky, so to speak, but where we simply choose which 
of two alternatives we wish to vote for. 

For instance: “Do you think church members are more 
intelligent than non church members?” This will promote dis- 
cussion far quicker than “What do you think about the relation- 
ship between intelligence and altruism?” Don’t philosophize or 

/ generalize, if you want action. Reach into the lives of your 
audience for specific items about which they have some view- 
point pro or con. Don’t orate in general about introversion 
versus extroversion @fd expect your listeners to grow en- 
thusiastic. 

Instead, ask thetn if they squeeze their tooth paste tube 
from the end or the middle. This is a yardstick and immediately 
they will check their behavior against it.

ARSH punishment of children 
H:: very stupid, It never does 

any good, It may stop a child 
from doing something he was 
caught at but only for the time 
being. The root of the matter has 
not been reached and therefore 
it ig likely to come up again only 
next time it will be hidden, de- 
nied, covered up as far as possi- 
ble, and enjoyed doubly because 
the miscreant has outwitted his 
guardians, That attitude should 
never -be stimulated in children 
and it is fatal to the good under- 
‘standing that should exist be- 
tween parents and _ children, 
teachers and pupils. 


“A stick is the only thing he 
understands,” said an _ irate 
father. Well, that is because he 
was reared to understand just 
that. Children respond to - what- 
ever stimulus they receive. If it 
is kind, firm treatment, they 
learn to rely on it and if it is 
harsh punishment, they learn to 
avoid it and react accordingly.

WHAT WE discipline children 
for is to produce and stimulate in- 


telligent behavior. Intelligent be- 
havior is induced by trust in 
leadership, faith in people, under- 
standing communication between 
people. It is never produced by 
fear, Never. Fear destroys intel- 
ligence, Fear is what makes 
people lose their heads. Nobody 
wants to rear children who lose 
their heads in an emergency, who 
have no power to think a situa- 
tion through rapidly and correctly 
and act intelligently upon it. They 
do want just the opposite. They 
want the quick thinking, fast 
working, intelligent child. Then, 
rear him that way and have him. 


All children make mistakes, 
Most little ones are annoying with 
their noise, disorder and their 
childish insistence on their 
wishes, usually wild wishes that 
annoy mature folk like fathers 
and mothers. “Don’t lose your 
head.” Stop to think the situation 
over. Look at the underlying 
cause of the mistake, the dis- 
obedience, the wilfullness and re- 
move that cause.

only divergence. from the no-trim- 
ming rule applies to belts and 
peplums,.

The decorative 
leather belt also is popular and 
is sufficiently dressy to be worn 
with many afternoon types.

All of these hats 
will be as fashionable for late au- 
tumn and early winter wear as 
they are right now.

passed up a finesse that would 
have been a safety play, and 
chose another finesse that really 
hurt when it lost!

Needless to say the final con- 
tract was sound—as a matter of 
fact a grand siam required noth- 
ing more than the substitution of 
the heart jack for the heart ten 
or nine, 

West decided to open a trump 
—not usually a wise decision 
against a small siam, but in this 
case inconsequential. Declarer 
promptly cashed the ace, queen, 
jack of trumps, then led a spade 
to his ace and drew East's last 
trump, discarding a club from 
dummy. Now, with a fine disre- 
gard of the danger that should 
have been quite apparent, South 
cashed the ace and king of hearts, 
obviously preparing to run the 
entire suit. 

East's showing came out as a 
shock, and perhaps it rattled 
South so much that he could not 
concentrate on ways and means 
of recovering his position, Actu- 
ally, if he had cashed the other 
spade tricks, West would have 
been highly embarrassed for dis- 
cards. He had thrown two spades 
on the diamonds; now he would 
have to give up a heart or blank 
the club king, and in either case 
could be made to yield the ful- 
filling trick. South, however, 
chose to discard a club on the 
heart queen, then to take the club 
finesse. Down one! 

South was something less than 
discriminating in his choice of 
finesses! Letting the heart ten 
ride through West would have 
been a safety play, whereas the 
club finesse was a gamble.
